A comparison of the country’s export 
statistics for May and April reflects 
to better advantage as pertaining to

898,807, as against $88,796,799 for the 
same period previously, of which May, 
1911, contributed $9,249,122. As we 
have had occasion to note when treat- 
ing the subject of our mineral oil ex- 
ports on former records, the growth of 
the foreign naphtha trade has been 
proportionately heavier than that in 
any other description in the petroleum 
list. 

Following mineral oil 
vaiue among the Reporter’s 
comes lard. There was, however, a 
shrinkage in the May aggregate of 
lard as compared with the April 
figures, 44,999,722 pounds, valued at

months ending May are reported 59,-

Third place in the importance of our 
export trade falls to naval stores and 
in the items comprising this grouping 
a moderate gain is recorded on the 
basis of totals for the fiscal year 
periods, $24,247,769 ending May, 1912, 
and $22,799,661 ending May, 1911. The 
volume of the current May shipments 
fell slightly below that of the same 
month last year, $1,726,065, as against 
$1,727,425. Despite a gain in turpentine 
exports for the eleven months of the 
present fiscal year by 16,984,117, against 
12,886,212 gallons, the relation of values 
was inverse by $8,839,411, against $9,- 
612,909. In the other naval stores 
items increased values were consistent 
with augmented quantities. 

Cottonseed oil merits next consider- 
ation and the official figures tell a sig- 
nificant story of the marked growth of 
our foreign trade. For the eleven 
months constituting the more recent 
record, there were shipped 386,620,983 
pounds, valued at $23,253,870, while for 
the same period of the previous year 
are noted 205,790,010 pounds ($15,783,119). 
There was comparatively little differ- 
ence between the returns for the cur- 
rent and former May, 23,409,005 pounds 
($1,484,000) and 22,943,232 pounds ($1.- 
649,661), respectively. The greatest con- 
sumption of our cottonseed oil abroad 
the Netherlands, while nearly 
every foreign market has been draw- 
ing more liberally upon this country 
during the last fiscal year. Exports of 
cottonseed oil cake and meal have also 
attained a more stronger place within 
this period, the figures for the eleven 
months being 1,261,671,072 pounds, valued 
at $16,896.739, as compared with 760,32%,- 
340 pounds ($9,609,203), over the cor- 
responding interval a year ago. The 
current May shipments, however, were 
considerably below those of the same 
month previously by 39,884,193 pounds 
($572,846), against 52,702,888 pounds 
($753,458). 

Of noteworthy interest is 
record of cottonseed shipments 
marking a decided advance on the later 
returns. May had to its credit 2,254,- 
776 pounds, bringing the total for the 
eleven months of the fiscal year to 64,- 
060,026 pounds, valued at $727,087, as 
against 9,882,540 pounds ($161,684) for 
the corresponding period of the former 
year. 

Our foreign trade in linseed ofl dur- 
ing May of this year was considerably 
ahead of that for the same month pre-

While shipments of 
flaxseed indicated gains, the figures 
are not particularly suggestive of the 
importance of the markets abroad in 
this item. The record shows 1,130 
bushels for May, 1912, 429 bushels for 
May, 1911, and 4,234 bushels ($11,952) 
and 874 bushels ($2,252) for the eleven 
months of 1911-1912 and 1910-1911, re- 
spectively. 

While the volume of our export trade 
in chemicals, drugs, dyes and medi- 
cines is not of an especially impressive 
showing, as compared with the record 
of other industries, the latest figures 
on the chemicals and allied products 
mark a gratifying growth in the mar- 
kets abroad. May shipments com- 
prised a total of $2,495,025, bringing 
the aggregate for the eleven months of 
the fiscal year to $23,151,015, as against 
$21,198,477 for the corresponding period 
previously, to which May contributed 
$1,915,459. Patent and proprietary med- 
icines are well in the lead among the 
specified items in this classification, 
representing $6,937,527 of the current 
fiscal year period valuation. Second 
place falls to acetate of lime, with 
$1,439,615. Exports of ginseng root are 
of sufficient importance to give them 
third rank, with $1,063,574. 


Among other details of the export 
statistics of noteworthy interest to our 
trades on the basis of returns covering 
the eleven months of the last two fis- 
cal years are the gain in hops from 
$1,927,592 to $4,606,512, the increase in 
tallow from $1,406,447 to $2,267,364, and 
the heavier volume of shipments of 
paints, pigments and varnishes from 
$5,726,709 to $6,528,059. 


With reference to the imports in the 
Reporters’ field on the comparison of 
May, 1911 and 1912, gains are noted in 
bristles, clays and earths, glue, grease 
and similar oils, hops, paints, pigments 
and varnishes, flaxseed and spices. On 
the declined side are brushes, the 
grouping of chemicals, dyes, drugs and 
medicines, fertilizers, glass and glass- 
ware, perfumery, cosmetics and toilet 
preparations, castor seed, and crude 
tanning materials. On the basis of 
data covering the fiscal year periods 
the more favorable showing includes 
clays and earths, fertilizers, grease and 
oils, perfumery, etc., castor seed, spices 
and crude tanning materials, while 
losses were recorded in_ bristles, 
brushes, chemicals, etc., glass and 
glassware, glue, hops, the general 
classification of oils, paints, etc., flax- 
seed and soap. The shrinkage in the 


. volume of imports of the items com- 


prising the chemical grouping was from 
$8,455,026 to $7,864,071, as the compari- 
son of May, 1911 and 1912, and from 
$87,540,605 to $83,613,212 on the basis of 
the eleven months’ periods. The fig- 
ures on imports ‘of the leading fertil- 
izer products probably lend themselves 
most readily to disparaging analysis, 
as has been the occasion in recent re- 
views. A comparison of the May re- 
turns, however, is of more favorable 
significance than that based on the 
April figures, the later showing indi- 
eating gains in nitrate of soda from 
46,787 to 54,713 tons, in muriate of pot- 
ash from 21,222,537 to 31,424,509 pounds, 
and in sulphate of potash from 2,318,- 
486 to 4,350,831 pounds. Taking the to- 
tals for the five months of the current

It is believed that Philadelphia inter- 
ests as an oil shipping center will be 
greatly benefited by the completion of 
this work, for some of the vessels of 
greatest draft that are now sailing 
from that port are oil carriers, Some 
of the latter have been compelled to 
tuke on their cargoes by lightering. 
With the increased depth on the chan- 
nel this feature will be eliminated. 


The news of the suspension of the 
proposed advance in freight rates on 
linseed oil is very welcome to Minne- 
apolis producers. The proposed rate 
Was an increase of 4 to 6 cents per 100 
pounds, or 40 to 60 per cent. more than 
the present rate, and. was to have gone 
into effect July 1, but has now been sus- 
pended until October 29 to allow the 
Interstate Commerce Commission time 
to investigate its reasonableness. Min- 
neapolis oil men say that it would have 
practically meant their withdrawal 
from certain territory, as they could 
not crush seed and sell the oil at pres- 
ent prices in the Bast and South had 
the proposed advance gone into effect. 

The Standard Oil Company recently 
filed amended articles of incorporation 
in Minnesota, increasing its capital 
stock from $76,600 to $1,242,000. This in- 
crease is equivalent to 4.14 per cent, of 
its entire capital stock of $30,000,000. 


Negotiations for the acquisition of 
the Vanzant Bruce Drug Company, of 
Oklahoma City, Okla., by Robert M. 
Scott and Frank E. Scott, of the Scott 
Brothers Drug Company, of the same 
city, have been abandoned within, the 
last fortnight in view of the fact that 
Rufus F. Scott and B. T. Vanzant 
have succeeded in regaining control of 
the first-mentioned concern and are 
again conducting its business. An in- 
voluntary petition in bankruptcy was 
filed against the Vanzant Bruce Drug 
Company in the United States District 
Court on May 9, but a demurrer was 
quickly interposed and later sustained 
by the court so that the company was 
permitted to carry on its business af- 
ter a surety bond, guaranteed by Ru- 
fus F. Scott, for $30,000, had been fur- 
nished by D. I, Johnson for the pro- 
tection of the company’s creditors. 
Robert M. Scott and Frank E. Scott 
thereupon entered into an agreement 
with the Vanzant Bruce Drug Com- 
pany’s creditors for the acquisition 
and reorganization of the company un- 
der the name of the Scott Brothers 
Drug Company, which is also the name 
under which these interests operate a 
retail drug business. Recently, how- 
ever, Rufus F. Scott has made settle- 
ments with the creditors of the Van- 
zant Bruce Drug Company and with 
his son-in-law, B. T. Vanzant, and has 
regained control of the corporation. The 
company’s officers now are:—Rufus F. 
Seott. president; B. T. Vanzant; vice- 
president; C. C. Ingram, secretary, and 
L, A. Potter, treasurer.

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Proposed Pennsylvania Poison 
Legislation Leads to Organ- 
ized Opposition. 


(Specia! to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Philadelphia, July 3, 1912. 

The Decorative Trades’ Association, 
which includes about eighty of the leading 
paint and wall paper jobbers in Philadel- 
phia, has appointed the following commit- 
to look after the interests of its mem- 
bers in the matter of pending legislation, 
regulating the sale of paints, poisons and 
similar articles sold by them:—A. B. Fer- 
lich, chairman; Walter Leighton, F. P. 
Sherry, Eugene Spagle and F. H. MacIn- 
tire, secretary. The Paint Manufacturers’ 
Association is co-operating with this com- 
mittee, for the strict interpretation of the 
existing Pennsylvania law means that 
many of the articles sold by these inter- 
ests, even though for technical or scien- 
tific purposes, must be labeled ‘‘poison,’’ 
the sale registered, the name and place 
of business of the seller placed upon the 
label, the seller at the same time satis- 
fying himself that the article is to be 
used for legitimate purposes. 

Failure to conform with all these regu- 
lations, less than a year ago, resulted in 
the arrest of scores of retailers and job- 
bers in Eastern Pennsylvania and since 
then, through organizations in the trade, 
steps have been taken to secure a change 
in this legislation. At that time the Deco- 
rative Trades’ Association had its mem- 
bers released at much less expense than 
if the cases had been carried into court 
and the result has been the building up of 
its own organization. These allied inter- 
ests now want exempted from the label- 
ing and registration clauses white lead 
and colors ground in oil, all leading prod- 
ucts and ready mixed paints. 

The Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation, which is preparing to introduce a 
pharmacy act at the session this winter 
of the State Legislature, has complied 
with tnese wishes of the paint interests 
and has embodied such a proviso in the 
proposed act. But the paint interests 
claim that existing opposition in the ranks 
of the Pennsylvania pharmacists to some 
of the other provisions of this proposed 
pharmacy act had created a doubt in the 
minds of the paint interests as to the ulti- 
mate fate of this bill in the Legislature. 
Fearing that it will be killed and that 
consequently there will be no relief for 
the conditions already mentioned, the 
paint interests have made arrangements 
to prepare a bill of their own, creating a 
poison commission in Pennsylvania to 
handle all questions pertaining to the sale 
of any kind of poison. 

Funds for the working of this commis- 
sion, it is proposed, will be provided by 
the registration of all stores selling any 
of the poisons to be named at an annual 
fee of one dollar each. Drug stores as 
well as establishments selling poisons used 
for agriculture or in the arts and crafts 
would be included in the class to be regis- 
tered by the proposed commission. As it 
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has been estimated that there are about 
20,000 stores that would be affected, the 
commission would receive $20,000 annually, 
and no appropriation by the State would 
be necessary to permit the commission to 
carry on lts work. But in the event of the 
proposed pharmacy bill not meeting the 
opposition expected, the paint interests 
would allow their bill to die in committee 
and abide by the regulations of the other 
bill. 
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Merger of Fish Scrap Factories. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Baltimore, July 2, 1912. 
W. J. Payne, representing capitalists of 
tichmcnd and other parts of Virginia, is 
at work trying to bring about a merger 
of the fish factories in Lancaster and 
Northumberland counties, Virginia, and 
elsewhere along the bay. He visited the 
two ccunties mentioned week before last 
and secured options on several plants. 
The plan, as Mr. Payne explained it, is to 
get the various fish scrap factories under 
one head, which will also have control of 
other great enterprises, one feeding the 
other and all working together. It is in 
contemplation, according to Mr. Payne, 
to build ship yards, at which the vessels 
used in the menhaden fisheries could be 
constructed and repaired, ahd where 
shops for keeping in order the engines 
and other machinery could be. Another 
part of the vroject is the erection of a 


plant for refining the fish oil, and still 
enother for making fertilizer mixtures 
with fish scrap as the chief ingredient, 


instead of selling the product of the fish 
factories to outside manufacturers. The 
projected company would also establish 
a commissary department for supplying 
the various plants with provisions and 
contracts for coal are to be made in bulk 
for all of the vessels and plants in the 
proposed corporation. One distributing 
agency is planned for the fertilizer and 
another for the oil. 

Ten factories between the Delaware 
Breakwater and a point between the Vir- 
ginia capes, with the Chesapeake Bay 
and its estuaries included, must be se- 
cured before the combine becomes a real- 
ity. According to report, options have 
been obtained on nearly the _ requisite 
rumber of plants, the movement being 
represented as giving every promise of 
success. 

The factories that enter the combine, it 
is explained, will not lose their identity, 
but will be subject to the general man- 
agement which will have sunervision over 
the whole enterprise. In addition to the 
different plants at tidewater, others are 
te be erected in the interior of the State. 
What the name of the proposed corpo- 


ration will be has not developed. Large 
economies in manufacture of fish scrap 


and in the utilization of by-products are 
among the advantages held out by the 
promoters.

Chinese Tin and Antimeny. 
(Special to Ol], Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, July 5, 1912. 

A discussion of the Chinese production 
of tin and antimony has been received at 
the Commerce Department from the con- 
at Tientsin. This information was 
furnished at the request of Americans 
who are seeking for particulars regarding 
Chinese exports of pig tin and antimony 
regulus. The report says that ‘‘neither of 
these metals is found in North China, 
Antimony is found in Western Central 
China, and tin also in that region and in 
the extreme Southeast. The Yangtze River 
runs eastwardly through the center of 
China, coming to the sea at Shanhai. The 
West River. farther south, flows east- 
ward, reaching the sea in the vicinity of 
Canton. These are the trade routes for 
these exports. Tientsin is 750 miles north 
of Shanghat, and hence products of Cen- 
tral China never reach Tientsin fo export 

“The total exports of antimony regulus 
in 1910 were 152,077 piculs of 133% 
pounds each, the share coming through 
the various ports being in picu!s as fol- 
lows:—Chansha, 133.550: Yochow, 15,624: 
Hankow, 2.418; Shanghai, 81; Wuchow, 320; 
Nanning, 84. : 

“The exporting points for pig tin with 
the quantities exvorted in 1910, alsa in 
piculs. were as follows:—Shasi, 3; Chang- 
sha, 17: Hankow. 625; Wuhu, 1; Canton, 
1,174: Kowloom, 147; Samshui, 6; Wuchow.

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National Chamber of Commerce 
Bill Favorably Reported. 


(Special to Ol], Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, July 5, 1912. 
Ollicials of the Commerce Department 
are considerably encouraged over the 
plans that have progressed to the extent 
of having favorably reported from the 
Judiciary Committee of the House a bill 
incorporating the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States, pursuant to the 
plans formulated by the Commerce De- 
partment in conjunction with representa- 
tives of the business organizations 
throughout the country, and in line with 
suggestions made from time to time by 


President Taft. 
When the National Chamber of Com- 


merce was organized a board of directors 
was created which since has decided upon 
the qualifications of membership and des- 
ignated committees on interstate com- 
merce, Federal regulation and statistics 
and standards for interstate and foreign 
business. In addition to these matters, 
the board of directors suggested commit- 


tees on foreign commerce, on traffic and 
transportation generally, and on_ tele- 
graph and telephone communications 
There were other committees appointed 


on legistation, currency and banking, 
ways and means and commercial organi 
zation, as well as publicity for the new 
organization. 


When the bill was introduced in Con- 
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gress for the incorporation of the Na- 
tional Commercial Organization the only 
amendment made therein by the House 
Committee on the Judiciary was to add 
a proviso to the effect “that nothing 
herein contained shall authorize said cor- 
poration to engage in business for its own 
profit.’”” The bill as it has been favora 

reported to the House, and which doubt- 
less will pass that body within a short 
time, designates Howard H. Allen, Ber- 
nard N. Baker and others who were des- 
ignated as officials of the proposed Na- 
tional Chamber of Commerce, to be a cor- 
poration under the name of the Chamber 


of Commerce of the United States, and 
the purposes of the corporation are set 
furth to be to encourage intercourse 


ae the States and with foreign coun- 
ries. 

__ By the time the bill shall become a law 
it is eXpected that the National Chamber 
of Commerce will have perfected its or- 
ganization and established its quarters un- 
der conditions which will make certain 
that the new organization will begin 
promptly to promote the interests of do- 
mestic and foreign trade. This will be 
accomplished not only through the activ- 
ities of the officials and directors of the 
new organization, but also through the 
trade bureaus of the different executive 
departments of the government. in con- 
junction with whom the new Chamber of 
Commerce will operate. 


Denaturation Alcohol Rulings, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, July 5, 1912. 
The Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
in a letter addressed to the Collector of 
Customs at Brooklyn, makes the follow- 
ing rulings in regard to keys of locks on 
tank cars containng alcohol shipped for 
denaturation. The letter is as follows:— 


Your letter of the 17th tnstant has been re- 
ceived, in which you refer to keys of locks 
on tank cars containing alcohol shipped for 
denaturation to be forwarded by registered 
mail or express to the point where the alcohol 
is consigned, and ask to be advised whether 
the distiller or the government should pay 
for registration or express charge. 

In reply you are advised that as the require- 
ment is a precautionary one in the interest of 
the government; the necessary expenses inci- 
dent to registry or expressage should be paid 
by = collector in his capacity as disbursing 
agent. 

Registry stamps or government bills of lad- 
ing should be furnished the officer who makes 
the shipment, or if such officer has not been 
furnished registry stamps and it is necessary 
to reimburse him for the value of same, he 
should furnish you with a receipt from the 
postmaster from whom the stamps were pur- 
chased, and this receipt should be attached 
to your form 85, together with the officer’s 
bill on form 5 

In this connection you are advised that while 
keys to locks on tank cars containing alcohol 
shipped for denaturation can be sent by reg- 
istered mail, it would be preferable, in the 
opinion of this office, to return the locks and 
keys by express, the standard government bill 
of lading to be used in making such shipments.

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions, 


Chemical Glassware. 

‘The Pacific Exporting Company protest- 
ed the assessment of duty on boiling 
tubes, glass lamps, desiccators and retorts 
with stoppers. Duty was assessed there- 
at # per cent. ad valorem as blown 
and ground glassware under paragraph 100 
of the tariff act of 1897, and the importers 
claim that it is dutiable at 45 per cent. 
ad valorem under paragraph 112. The ap- 
praiser reports ‘that under the decision 
of United States v. Heil (T. D. 39492) 
blown glass in combination with molded 
glass, and the only grinding thereon is 
for the purpose of fitting stoppers, is duti- 
able at 45 per cent. ad valorem. The pro- 
test on the retorts with stoppers was 
therefore sustained. The tops of the des- 
iccators are ground in order to fit air- 
tight covers thereon, and the same was 
held dutiable as ground glassware as as- 
sessed by the collector. The boiling tubes 
ure composed of blown glassware and are 
properly dutiable as such, and the col- 
lector’s decision is affirmed.

Glassware. 


‘The Board of General Appraisers over- 
ruled the protest of Wagner Bros. & Co. 
relative to the assessment of duty on 
eyiindrical graduates composed of glass 
blown in a mold. The collector assessed 
duty at 6 per cent. ad valorem under 
paragraph 100 of the act of 1897. The im- 
porter claims that the merchandise is 
dutiable at 45 per cent. ad valorem under 
paragraph 112 of the said act. The col- 
lector’s decision was affirmed upon the 
authority of United States v. Heil (T. D. 
30492). 


Aluminum in Sheets. 


Merchandise invoiced as aluminum sheet 
was ussessed at 11 cents per pound under 
paragraph 172, tariff act of 1909. The 
proof submitted by the importers was 
very satisfactory as to the form of the 
metal, and the claim at 45 per cent. ad 
valorem under paragraph 199, as manu- 
faectures of aluminum, not specially pro- 
vided for, was therefore overruled, and 
the decision of the collector will stand.

Since they cannot sell their 
products to advantage they figure that it 
puys them to let seed offerings go to those 
who are willing to pay the price to hold 
the market up above what is believed to 
be its legitimate basis. Usually at this 
time of yerr, the mills here are willing 
to pay a premium over Duluth in order 
io draw the remnants of the crop left in 
the cvuntry this. way to help keep their 
plants in operation until harvest, but this 
year the reverse is true. Of course, they 
may have pretty good supplies of raw 
material on hand, and with a large crop 
in prospect, do not want to be caught 
with heavy stocks of high-priced seed. 

‘ne comparatively large receipts, not 
only here but at Duluth and Winnipeg, 
must be discouraging to those who have 
so persistently endeavored to bolster the 
market up. In fact, it is reported that the 
break at Duluth last week was brought 
about by one of the largest of these in- 
terests offering to sell July seed. The re- 
sult was a break of 7c. in two days. In 
tne opinion of some of the crushers here 
the decline in fiaxseed last February to 
$2 per bushel was reasonable, and that 
the higher prices which have prevailed 
since then have not been justified either 
by supply or demand. 

At Duluth this week sellers 
inclined to make concessions in 
options in order to stimulate the 
somewhat for these. It has been a 
cult matter to hold prices up in view 
the favorable crop outlook, and the ex- 
treme bearish sentiment expressed by a 
majority of the buyers. There has been 
an entire lack of sympathy on the part 
of some oil manufacturers, and their pur- 
chases have been confined almost te 
actual necessities.

Orders usual 
ly are not for large quantities, but they 
are numerous in number and in the ag- 
gregate represeat a satisfactory business. 
in faci, the tocal mills are running much 
stronger now than they have been for 
some years at this time. 

The absence of contracts for 
shipment is rather discouraging. 
however, feel that current prices 
be lower, based on present supplies of 
flixseed. Minneapolis mills continue to 
buy contract seed at 8@5c. per bushel 
under Duluth, but even at this spread they 
say they cannot manufacture oil from 
No. 1 seed and sell it at a profit. They 
are consequently taking good No. 2 seed 
to fill their orders with. In some respects 
this is almost as good as No. 1 seed, the 
only difference being that it may be a 
pound or two lighter to the bushel. 

Undoubtedly prices from now on until 
tLe end of the crop year will be deter- 
mined largely by the demand for oil and 
coidition of the growing crop.

‘The weed ending to-day has been on the 
whole a bearish one on the flaxseed mar- 
ket of Duluth. The fluctuations have 
been irregular. On Saturday last the 
close was quite bullish. Yet the general 
trend has been downward. 

The main bearish factor has been the 


flaxseed harvest 
the United Stites and 
Canada. Rainy weather conditions for 
several days have been moving castward 
and relieving tiie drought-stricken regions 
of the American Northwest and the Cana- 
dian West. This has greatly strengthened 
the already prevailing belief that there 
would be a lurge yield of flaxseed on the 
North American continent this fa 

Farmers feel this, both in Amet 
Cunada, and in both countries t have 
been scraping their bins to rush their 
flaxseed upon the markets. The seeding is 
done. There is no need of holding their 
fiiixseed any longer, and the chances ac- 
cording to the present outlook are that 
if they do so they will not realize as 
good prices as the seed commands at the 
present time. The country elevator men 
have felt the same way. This explains the 
large var receipts that have recently been 
reporded at Winnipeg and Minneapolis 
and the increased domestic receipts at Du- 
luth. The receipts of domestic flaxseed 
at Duluth during the week ending to-day 
were inore than 25 per cent. greater than 
those of the week before. The bonded 
receipts have scarcely any effect on the 
Dulutn market, for it seldom happens that 
they are taken out of bond and placed 
upon the Duluth market. 

For the week ending to-day 
market shows a net decline 
in July flaxseed. Winnipeg July, on ac 
count of some local cause, has gone a 
vent and a nalf up, in spite of that mar- 
ket’s heavy receipts. Buenos Ayres July 
has gone up 25g cents. London July is 2% 
cents off. 

While the farmers of the Northwest 
have been rushing their seed upon the Du- 
luth market, and also to other selling 
places, American crushers have not been 
active buyers. They realize as well as the 
farmers that the chances are good for 
cheaper flaxseed after the harvest begins 
to come. For this reason the crushers 
are not buying any more than they must 
have. Moreover, their needs are not great 
just now. This is the season of the year 
when the summer lull of business begins 
to set m, and factories of nearly all 
kinds reduce their output. 

There is another factor that 
the world’s markets, including these of 
America, very soon, and that is the In- 
dian flaxseed crop. Thus far this vear the 
United States has imported very little 
Indian flaxseed. The Indian crop has been 
tied up from shipment by the strike con- 
ditions which have been affecting British 
commerce. During the great British coal 
strike vessels that would under ordinary 
conditions be carrying Indian flaxseed to 
KMngland and other Kuropean ports were 
busied in carrying coal to ports that were 
ordinarily supplied from British mines. 
There were other labor troubles that 
tied up British shipping, and the result 
was that the movement of the Indian 
flaxseed crop was greatly delayed. Some 
Duluth brokers say they would not be at 
all surprised to see Indian flaxseed com- 
ing upon the. American markets just as 
the American crops begin to move. Of 
course, these two movements together 
would produce a very bearish situation. 
Wietner there will be much of an influx 
of Indian fiaxseed into the United States 
depends almost altogether on how eager- 
ly the European crushers grab for it. 
It may be that the European demand will 
be so strong that not much of the Indian 
flaxseed will get over to this country. 

However that may be, there is little 
doubt that the movement of the Indian 
seed will have some bearish effect on the 
American markets, for even if no Indian 
seed worth considering in the general 
movement comes to the United States, the 
movement of that seed upon the Kuropean 
markets will affect the markets of Amer- 
ica by lessening the demand for the Cana- 
dian and Argentine seed.

ticles of the paint market, namely, 
white lead and linseed oil. White lead 
already has advanced in price as the 
result of higher prices for pig lead, 
and a still further increase in the 
metal has further strengthened the 
white lead market and portends a 


higher revision of card rates. The de- 
pendence of white lead upon the pig- 
lead market gives assurance that prac- 
tically every advance in price for the 
latter must be met by the former, and 
with prices of pig lead advancing 
abroad, together with a tariff duty of 
2% cents per pound, there is no pros- 
pect of a change from outside sources. 
Yet a year ago pig lead was held at 
4.50e. and white lead the same as now 
quoted, and the market remained sta- 
tionary in price throughout the fall 
trading. Linseed oil, on the other 
hand, is beginning to assume an easier 
tone. Fall prices are expected to be 
much lower than present selling 
figures. In this case it is interesting 
to observe that at the beginning of the 
week flaxseed was about $2.20 per 
bushel and oil at 77c. per gallon, which 
price might be shaded, whereas a year 
ago seed was but $2.09, yet oil was 
firm at 83@84c. Turning to the other 
articles of the market, everything 
seems satisfactory, although fall de- 
livery of china wood oil is ascending 
in price, and varnish gums are un- 
stable because of poorer reports from 
primary markets. 

The local market during the week 
was slow in respect to practically 
every article, but with a holiday and 


seasonable weather conditions may be 
classed as normal.

WHITE LEAD.—The rise in price 


of pig lead has given a firmer tone to

white lead has been quite brisk, though 
consumers are reluctant to pay the 
higher prices. It is said that corrodeis 


have not contracted ahead for pig 
lead, and will be forced to pay the 
advanced prices on all future deliv- 
eries, hence the stronger position of 
white lead. Sellers now quote 54%@é6c. 
for dry white lead and 7@7%c. for 
white lead in oil. In this connection 
it is interesting to note that among 
the bids opened June 25 for quarter- 
master’s supplies at New York City 
was included one for 10,000 pounds of 


white lead in oil, and the low bid was 
at the rate of 6.415c. per pound, which, 
it is reasonable to suppose, is approxi- 
mately the basis on which large orders 
would be filled. A feature of the week 
was the announcement that a leading 
local company had purchased the plant 
and business of one of its competitors, 
as is told elsewhere in this issue. Eng- 
lish lead in oil is very firmly held at 
104%@10%c., and sublimed white lead at 
54 @5\e. 

RED LEAD.—Red lead, like the other 
lead products, has stiffened because of 
higher prices for pig lead, and sellers 
are not inciined to grant any conces- 
sions in price, although this does not 
mean that market quotations are 
strictly adhered to, for certain large 
buyers have been treated with on pri- 
vate terms throughout the season, and 
no doubt this will continue to be the 
case, although private terms naturally 
will show an advance as well as those 
quoted as the regular market quota- 
tions. On a call for 3,000 pounds of dry 
red lead for quartermaster’s supp'ies 
at New York city the low bid was 
6.55¢.

Sellers quote 3%@4c. per 
pound, 

TALC.—Deliveries of tale have been 
very good throughout June, but the 
week under review was dull. Small 
consignments of French tale reached 
the market during the week. The paint 
trade is buying only in limited quanti- 
ties and activity is due mainly to the 
powder manufacturers. Prices are un- 
changed at $15@20 per ton for Ameri- 
can; $15@25 per ton for French; $35@40 
per ton for Italian. 

WHITING.—The rubber trade has 
been a good buyer of whiting recently, 
whereas the paint trade is practically 
out of the market. The increase in 
production of rubber tires, ete., has 
augmented the demand for whiting 
from the rubber trade. 

PUTTY.—The vagaries of the linseed 
oil market have not been sufficient to 
cause any change in linseed oil putty, 
nor has demand been heavy enough to 
diminish stocks and influence the mar- 
ket in that way:—For pure linseed oil 
putty sellers are quoting $2.75@2.90 for 
100-pound tubs, $3.15@3.30 for 12%, 25 
and 50-pound tins, $4.25@4.50 for 1, 2, 
3 and 5-pound tins, $3.25@3.50 for blad- 
ders, 

Glues. 

During the month of May, 620,823 
pounds of glue were imported into this 
country, against 639,802 pounds in May 
of last year, and for the five months 
of the year imports were 3,134,702 
pounds, against 3,691,695 last year. Ar- 
rivals of foreign glues and gluestock 
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were fairly heavy during the week, 
but the consuming demand is not heavy 
and domestic glue manufacturers are 
not running their factories at full 
capacity. The price of raw materials 
remains at high figures and offerings 
of certain selections are limited, which 
has been a factor in the demand for 
foreign gluestock. A full schedule of 
glue prices will be found on page 39 
of our wholesale prices current. 
Varnish Gums, 


There is no change for the better in 
the market for varnish gums, and re- 
ports from primary sources do not in- 
dicate immediate relief in the way of 
larger supplies. The fact that this 
time of year is usually quiet in the 
gum market has helped to keep prices 
from going higher than now quoted. 
Damar and the cheaper grades of 
manilas are in small spot supply and 
heavy demand would result in placing 
a premium on them by holders. The 
firmer position of China wood oil for 
fall delivery is said to have aroused 
better inquiry for varnish gums for 
future shipments, especially as 
linseed oil is expected by some to 
sell much lower in the fall than it is 
quoted at present. Imports of gums, 
copal, kauri and damar, for May 
amounted to 2,640,239 pounds, com- 
pared with 1,418,443 pounds in May last 
year. From January 1 to June 1 im- 
ports were 10,301,015 pounds, against 
8,623,141 pounds last year. A price list 
of varnish gums will be found on page 
39 of our wholesale prices current. 

Window Glass. 

The recent increase in the price of 
window glass was followed by a better 
call from consumers, but the week has 
brought no new features. Trading is 
mostly for small lots, and no one seems 
to consider it good policy that another 
increase in price will follow before 
the hand factories begin operations in 
the fall. The question of wages for 
laborers is being threshed out at pres- 
ent and will have a bearing on the 
future price of glass. A table of prices 
and prevailing discounts will be found 
on page 39 of our wholesale prices 
current, 
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Missouri Lead and Zinc Output, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, July 5, 1912. 

A review of metal mining in Missouri, 
and especially with respect to lead and 
zinc, the output of which as figured dur- 
ing the past year, is made in a report 
by the United States Geological Survey, 
prepared by J. P. Dunlop. 

This report shows that the total crude 
lead ore produced in Southeast Missouri 
during 1911 was 3,974,712 short tons. The 
total output of lead in Southwest Missouri 
is given at 31,114 short tons, and zinc in 
the same territory at 122,282 short tons. 
Further on this subject Mr. Dunlop 
says: 

The quantity of lead concentrates produced 
increased from 248,058 to 258,240 short tons 
and the metal content of the lead concentrates 
increased from 161,016 to 178,868 tons. The 
low prices paid for zinc concentrate during the 
first ten months of 1911 caused a decline in 
the production of zinc. The output of sphale- 
rite was 217,812 short tons, compared with 
232,341 tons in 1910. The production of zine 
carbonate and zinc silicate concentrates was 
only 20,119 tons, which was less than in any 
year since 1907. 

There was an increase in ore mined in the 
southeast Missouri lead district. In the Joplin 
region the ‘‘soft ground’’ mines produced about 
the same quantity of ore in 1911 as in 1910, 
but the output of the ‘‘sheet ground’’ mines 
was about 800,000 tons less. 

A large amount of development work was 


done in the Joplin region, and the high prices 
offered for zinc concentra.es curing the last 
two months of 1911, though too late to have 
much effect on the year’s production, will 
probably cause much larger shipments in 1912.

Senate Defeats Chemical Tariff 


Revision Bill. 

MODIFIED MEASURE ADOPTED BY 
HOUSE FAILS IN UPPER BODY BY 
PARTY VOTE—LITTLE HOPE OF 
RECONCILING DIFFERENCES OVER 
REDUCED RATES—CRITICAL DISCUS- 
SIONS BY SENATORS HEYBURN AND 
SMOOT. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, July 5, 1912, 

In line with the prediction made a week 
ago, the United States Senate on Wed- 
nesday, by a vote of 32 to 27, defeated the 
chemical tariff revision bill which had 
passed the House of Representadives and 
was adversely reported to the Senate, but 
which the Democratic minority sought to 
press through that body. The bill was 
inaterially modified during its considera- 
tion in the Senate, chiefly by the restoring 
of copal gums and kindred materials of 
varnishes to the free list. 

One of the interesting features of the 
brief consideration given to the bill in 
the Senate was the defeating, by a tie 
vote, of an amendment, proposed by Sena- 
tor Simmons, of North Carolina, a Demo- 
cratic member of the Finance Committee, 
who managed the bill on behalf of his 
colieagues while the measure was before 
the Senate, intended to reduce the duties 
on varnishs, including so-called gold-size 
or japan andenameled paints made with 
varnish, from 25 per cent... the rate carried 
in the bill as it passed the House, to 
15 per cent. This amendment was pro- 
posed by a number of the low tariff Re- 
publican Senators. chiefly on the ground 
that intimations had been given during 
the hearings on the chemical bill before 
the Finance Committee, that the leading 
manufacturers of varnishes would not ob- 
ject to reduced duties if imported gums 
were allowed tv remain on the free list. 
in their efforts to perfect the bill in the 
Senate the Democratis did, through sveral 
amendments, propose to restore’ these 
zums to the free list, but the Republican 
leaders strenuously opposed the reduction 
in duty on varnishes, and the amend- 
ment failed by a tie vote of 29 to 29. 

The only other amendments made in the 
bill before the final vote was taken upon 
by tnose of Senator Simmons to restore to 
the free list soya bean oil and China 
nut oil, gums, copal, kauri, damar and 
resin. These amendments to the bill were 
adopted without opposition. 

Then came the final vote, which was 
taken without any preliminary debate ex- 
cept the general discussion which was 
carried on during Tuesday's session. On 
the final vote all tha so-called low tariff 
Republicans, except Senator Poindexter, 
ot Washington, voted with the regular 
Republicans and thus prevented the bill 
passing the Senate. 

It is recognized that the defeat of the 
chemical revision bill by the Senate puts 
an end to any practical effort to secure 
the passage of a chemical tariff revision 
bill during the remainder of the session. 
The Democratic leaders in the Senate 
have no hope that thew can so perfect a 
chemical bill as to secure the support of 
tne low tariff Republicans, because as has 
been stated, the low tariff Republicans 
who have advocated reductions in duties 
have not displayed any interest in the 
chemical bill and declined at this time to 
investigate the subject to ascertain 
whether the proposed reductions would be 
justified, 

Senator Heyburn, of Idaho, during the 
discussion on Monday, critically examined 
the various changes proposed by the 
Democratic majority in the House in the 
chemical features of the tariff law, and 
suoted from a report made by the Demo- 
ciatic majority in the House with respect 
to the reasoning given by the majority 
of the Ways and Means Committee in the 
House tor the action taken in that com- 
mittee, and which resulted in the passage 
through the House of the chemical re- 
Vision bill, 

‘Turning attention to the chemical indus- 
try in the country and the progress that 
is made therein, Senator Heyburn gave 
the following facts and tigures taken from 
the official reports: 





This has been a growing industry in this 
country. In 1900—and that is not very long 
ago—there were 8,820 establishments manu- 
facturing the articles covered by the chemical 
schedule. Five years later the number had 
grown to 9,689, and in 1910 to 11.86% estab 
lishments engaged in manufacturing under this 
schedule, 

The capital invested in 1900 was $1,180,000 
000; in 1905, $1,521,000,000, and in 1910 


$2,053,000,000, This business had doubled in 
ten years. I will say, in passing, that I am 


not giving the odd figures; I am giving the 
aster figures of the column 
The value of the product of these factories 
in the United States in 1900 was $757,000,000 
in 1905 it had grown to $1,056,000,000, and in 
1910 to $1,479,000,000, So that it is not a dead 
enterprise. It grew thus because of the legis 
lation that protected the industry. It dld not 
and would not have grown under this hoity 
toity statement that ‘Oh, they are small things 
let them come in Do not notice them as 
they come through the custom house; they are 
too trifling.’’ 

In 1900 the salaried officers engaged in this 
business numbered 34,564, at a compensation 
of $ 53,000. In 1905 that item had increased 
from 44 to 45,442. In 1910 it had increased 
to 68,756. at a compensation of $81,037,000, be- 
cause of the growth of an industry that owed 
its growth entirely to the discriminating pro 
tection that kept out the foreign product 

In 1900 the total average number of wage 
earners engaged in this enterprise was 185,515 
and their wages amounted to $73,349,68 
1910 the number of wage earners had increased 
from 185,515 to 242,961. and the wages amount- 

















ed to $116,214,000. The wages had increased 
nearly double, and the number of employes 
had increased about ‘ per cent That is not 


a long period 

The raw material used in these factories in 
1900 had a value of $4553,410,783, in 1905 of 
$629,609.000 and in 1910 of $903,920,0N0 I am 
reading these figures to show the growth of 





this industry, and, of course, the conditions 
surrounding it must have had something to do 
with its growth, because the growth of the 


industry is all out of proportion and in excess 
of the proportion of the growth of the popula- 
tion of the country. 

There are other items which, added together, 
amount in the aggregate to a considerable sum 
to be added to those I have given, but I do not 
intend, as I have said, to go extensively into 
the tables 

In this bill they propose to transfer from the 
free list to the dutiable list eighty items, and 
those eighty items represent about one-half of 
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the imports to this country. The value of im 
ports in the items that are transferred from 
the free list to the dutiable list amounted o 
$42,337,887 in 1911. They esimate that under 
this bill the imports will be $38,812,150 and 
the duties will be $3,464,065 That involves 
no material increase in benefits to the custom 
house, but is a transfer of items that we do 
not produce and cannot produce to the dutiabk 
list in violation of the principles that they 
have professed throughout generations. That 
is to be taken in connection with the reasons 
which they give on page 19 of the report for 
the proposition contained in the proposed legis 
lation. 

In his discussion of the bill, Senator 
Smoot, of Utah, who is a member of the 
Republican majority of the Finance Com 
mittee, sharply criticised the action of the 
Democratic minority in supporting the 
present bill, declaring that their atti- 
tude with respect to this measure showed 
that the minority was wrong in forcing 
through the Senate at the special session 
the chemical tariff revision bill which 
President Taft vetoed. Mr. Smoot con- 
gratulated the Democrats upon having at 
last admitted that the information father- 
ed by the Tariff Board was of some value 
in tariff legislation. He pointed out. how- 
ever, that the Democrats were attempt- 
ing to base their revision of the chemical 
schedule upon simply a glossary or die- 
tionary of tariff terms which hag 
veen prepared by the ‘Tariff Board 
as a preliminary step toward its 
investigation of the chemical industry. 
He asserted that the Democrats show 
ed some progress in this regard but 
declared that a complete revision of the 
chemical schedule ought not to be under 
taken until Congress is in possession of 
full information on the subject. The tariff 
board has not yet had time to make any 
investigation of that industry or to com- 
plete any report whatever as to the cost 
of production at home and abroad, 

Mr. Smoot contended that the chemical 
bill in itself is a confession that its pro- 
ponents do not possess adequate informa- 
tion on the subject at this time. If the 
advocates of the bill claim that it is a 
just and honest revision of the chemical 
schedule then they must admit that the 
bili which they supported last session was 
an unjust and dishonest measure. If the 
insist that the chemical schedule which 
they passed last session was a fair revision 
then they confess that the pending bill 
is uifair and is not based upon informa- 
tion sufficient to warrant jeopardizing the 
livelihood of more than a million wag> 
earners who are directly or indirectly 
affected by schedule A. 

The pending bill was heralded to the country 
as another revision downward and yet it con 
tains the greatest transfer of articles from the 
free to the dutiable list that has been witnessed 
in tariff legislation for many years. By the 
chemical bill the Democratic party proposes 
to take more than 150 articles from the free 
list of the Payne act and place them on the 
dutiable list, thus imposing a duty ranging 
from %4 cent to $3 a pound upon more than 
$42,000,000 worth of chemical products which 
are now admitted free of duty The free list 
of the Democratic bill includes only sixteen 
items whose imports in 1911 were valued at 








only § ods. Instead of being a revision 
downward the bill in reality makes an increase 
of 20 per cent, over the present rates in chem 
trical products Mr. Smoot pointed out that 


the bill imposes a double handicap on Amer 
ican manufacturers by transferring their raw 
materials from the free to the dutiable list 
and at the same time reducing the tariff on 
the finished product of competing foreign man 
ufacturers 

The Senator called attention to a map of the 
United States prepared by the tariff board 
showing that more than 72 per cent. of all the 
chemical establishments in tine United States 
are located in the fourteen States east of the 
Missouri River and north of the Mason and 
Dixon line. This diagram showed that only 
273 of the 6,194 chemical establishments in this 
country are located in the fifteen Southern 
States. Mr. Smoot charged that the same 
sectional spirit that prompted the House to 
revise the woolen and metal schedules before 
it gave any consideration whatever to the cot 
ton schedule was manifest In the revision of 
the chemical schedule affecting, as it does, al 
most exclusively a Northern” industry Hy 
showed that the House was careful to safe 
guard a product affected by the chemical sched 
ule in the transfer of peanut oil from the fre« 
list of the present law to the dutiable list 
with a protective rate of 10 cents per gallon. 

Mr. Smoot said that while the Democrats had 
been loud of mouth in their attack on the 
trusts they took good care of these combina 
tions in framing their chemical bill He 
pointed out that it is proposed to place bone 
black, used largely by the sugar refining trust, 
upon the free list, which is favoring that trust 
by removing a 20 per cent. duty that it is now 
compelled to pay on bone black under the Re- 
publican tariff. Another trust which is favored 
by the chemical bill is the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, which practically controls the output of 
crude gum. resin This resin is used largely 
by soap manufacturers, especially in the more 
common grades of soap. It is a residue of tur- 
pentine which is produced largely in the South. 
By increasing the duty on this resin the Stand- 
ard Oil trust and the turpentine producers of 
the South will be the principal beneficiaries at 
the expense of the poor washer women of the 
country, who will have to pay more for their 
laundry soap 

The linseed oil trust, a $50,000,000 combina- 
tion, also has good reason to thank the Demo- 
eratic party for the kind consideration it re- 
ceives in the chemical bill. The Republican 
tariff act reduced the duty on linseed oil, the 
output of which is controlled by this trust, 
from 20 to 15 cents per gallon The Demo- 
eratic bill proposes an additional reduction on 
linseed oil of only 2 cents a gallon, while the 
duty on other oil products is given far more 
extensive cuts, indicating a special favoritism 
on the part of the Democrats for the linseed 
oil trast Mr. Smoot showed that the great 
chemical trusts of Europe, which practically 
control the foreign industry, will be the chief 
beneficiaries of the pending bill in the reduc- 
tion of a tariff on their finished products. 

Contrasting the liberality with which the 
trusts were treated by the chemical bill, Mr. 
Smoot pointed out how seriously it will affect 
the common people of this country’ He called 
attention to the fact that the bill proposes to 
take from the free list of the Republican tariff 
act and place upon the dutiable list all their 





spices, including cinnamon, cloves, ginger, 
mace, nutmegs and black and white pepper 
which are in common use in every household 
of the country. In marked contrast with the 


Democratic proposition to place a tax on 
black pepper, the pepper of the common peo- 
ple, Mr. Smoot pointed out that the Democratic 
bill proposes to reduce the duty on cayenne 
or red pepper, which is used largely in the 
homes of the rich, especially throughout the 
South 

The Democratic bill also reduces the duty 
on perfumed soaps, a luxury of the rich, while 
at the same time it imereases the duty on 
crude gum resin, one of the principal ingre- 
dients of common laundry soap He also drew 
attention to the fact that the Democratic bill 
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would take from the free list and place a duty 


upon such articles as_ sarsaparilla, vanilla 
beans, licorice and balsams, ‘‘What will the 
good people who rely upon: sarsaparilla as 
their annual blood purifier have to say next 
spring when they find a duty of 1 cent a 
pound on sarsaparilla root if the present bill 
should become a law? Would not the shock 
which such a Democratic tariff revision gives 


them he more detrimental to their health than 
could be overcome by all the blood purifiers 
they might be able to purchase at an in- 
creased cost? 

The pending bill 
able list certain dyes and indigo 
used largely in the coloring of calico, ging- 
hams, prints and other cotton goods and low- 
priced fabrics such as denim used for overalls 
The proposed duty of 10 per cent. on indigo 
will inerease the price of practically all the 
eotton garments worn by the working people 
of this country The dye used in overalls 
eonstitutes a considerable portion of their cost 
A cotton dress or wrapper made of indigo blue 
and selling at $1.98 contains about 30 cents 
worth of dye. The heavier goods require much 
more dye at a cost running from 38 to 18 per 
cent. of the entire cost of the article.

Good Prospects for Canadian Flax. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Toronto, Can., July 5, 112 
During the latter part of June the flax 
crop of Western Canada passed through 
four days of extreme cold and five days 
of extreme heat. On this account more 
than usual anxiety has been expressed 
as to actual conditions. It is gratifying 
therefore to be able to report the condi- 
tions on the whole good. As was to be 
expected, the flax crop is the latest of all 


créps and much of it is not more than 
4 or 5 inches high, while on the other 
hand a few points report -flax in bloom. 


Of places asked to report on the flax crop 
IS3 reported as follows:—109 reported prog- 
ress fair, 44 reported progress good, 50 
reported progress poor. 

Slight damage from cut worms was re- 
ported from one or two points, and a few 
reported the actual damage of the frost 
of June 16. Heavy rains have just been 
reported at points where flax is grown on 
a large scale, and the crop is fairly well 


assured. Straw will be sherter than last 
year, and it is likely to mature all the 
earlier on that account. There will be 
very much late flax, however.

Flax Straw for Linen Fabrics. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Winnipeg, Man., June 29, 1912. 

The Department of Agriculture is in 
vestigating the great possibilities of es- 
tublishing an immense fiax and linen in- 


Western Canada through the 
of the recently discovered 
process of treating flax straw as raw ma- 
terial for linen fabrics. Expert opinion 
already furnished to the department in- 
dicates that the hundreds of thousands ot 
tons of flax straw now annually allowed to 
xo to waste throughout Canada, under the 
new methods cf preparing the fibre, could 
be profitably converted into millions of 
dollars worth of linen and paper fabrics, 
adding five or six fold to the ultimate 
value of the annual crop of the country. 
In addition to the use of the flax fiber 
for linen manufacture it may also be used 
for paper and card fabrics. There «are 
therefore splendid prospects of the build- 
ing up in Western Canada well as in 
the Eastern provinces, where flax is 
grown, of a new industry, adding tens of 
inillions to the manufactured products of 
the Dominion and employing thousands of 


dustry in 
utilization 


as 


hands, to say nothing of the increased 
profits to the flax growers. An expert 
on the growth and manipulation of flax, 
W. J. Robinson, of Chicago, who has 
inade a tour of the West, in an interview 
said:- 

The only obstacle in the way of producing 


good spinning and weaving fiber from the flax 
xrown in Western Canada and the United 
States for seed alone lies in the method of 
retting the flax in order to get away from the 
deleterious gums, which make it impossible to 
use by the cordage and linen manufacturer. 
Many attempts have been made at different pe- 
riods of history to accomplish this result by 


other than the water or dew methods in use, 


but every succeeding attempt has proved more 
discouraging than the last. It has remained 
for a prominent American chemist, Dr. R. R. 


Roberts, of Washington, D. C., who has de- 
voted over thirty years of his life to the solu- 
tion of this problem, to invent a very simple 
chemical process and one that is reasonably 
inexpensive, by which the flax straw grown 
in the United States and Canade can be con- 
verted into a commercially spinable and weav- 
able fiber, and by which is put within the pale 
of certainty the development of the linen busi- 
ness in Canada and the United States. 

The time consumed under the water or dew 
retting process varies from ten days to several 
weeks, according to temperature and weather 
conditions, and frequently the entire crop is 
lost; but this chemical retting process does the 
entire work in a little less than five hours and 
is under such control that it is impossible for 
the flax fiber to suffer during its manipulation. 
The process has been under investigation for 
two years at enormous outlay by some of the 
most prominent financial and business interests 
in the United States. Canada is absolutely 
dependent upon the few Southern States which 
srow cotton for all its vegetable fiber textiles, 
and the inauguration of this industry would 
make it possible for linen mills to spring up 
ali over the Dominion and bring to Canada a 
type of immigrant from the north of Ireland 
and from Scotland which the country has never 





heen able to obtain before, because these peo- 
ple who have been trained in the linen busi- 
ness and knowing nothing else were afraid to 
come to Canada where the industry to which 


they had 
unknown,

1911 grew 1,500,000 tons of flax

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Tests for Purity of China Wood Oil. 
In connection with the efforts to es- 

tablish a standard for China wood oil, 


the Committee on Vegetable Oils and Fats 


of the New York Produce Exchange have 
issued a circular, headed ‘Concerning 
Chinese Wood Oil.”’ The circular reads as 


follows: 


Owing to the peculiar nature and properties 
of this oil, chemists of high repute were long 
in doubt as to deciding upon its purity, and 


how to determine the character and amount of 
mixture when adulteration was suspected. 

Up to the present time, by far the greater 
part of the oil brought into this country has 
been used in making varnishes and paints. 
Hence, if samples of wood oil have responded 


to such tests as our varnish manufacturers, oil 
dealers and importers, rely on for estimating 
value, these merchants and manufacturers have 
accepted results thus ascertained as sufficiently 
exact for practical purposes; that is, in arriv- 
ing at the commercial value.

laudable public spirit, made known the results 
of their investigations. Among these may be 
mentioned Messrs. Worstall, of Chicago, Bacon, 
of New York, and Reid, of Detroit.

in a proper support and immersed in an oil 
bath which has a temperature of about 288 
degrees C., so that when the tubes are in it a 
temperature of 280 or 285 degrees C. (maxi- 
mum) can be maintained (tubes cause cooling). 
The oil bath containing the tubes is then main- 
tained at this temperature for exactly nine 
minutes, the tubes are then withdrawn and 
the test sample is compared with the pure 
oil, and the same oil adulterated with 5 and 
10 per cent. of foreign oil. After the tubes 
are withdrawn from the oil bath, each tube 
should be stabbed from the top to the bottom 
with a small bright spatula. Pure oil will 
give a hard, clean cut, and when the knife is 
withdrawn the incision will look like a straight 


line; while an oil having as low as 5 per cent. 


adulteration will invariably be softer and the 
incision will have a peculiar feathered effect, 
an adulteration of 10 per cent. will be soft 
and pushy, while an adulteration exceeding 12 
per cent. in many instances will remain en- 
tirely liquid. This test has-been carefully 
studied by Chas. V. Bacon, and when properly 
operated along with pure oil and known-to-be- 
adulterated oil it affords an excellent method 
of detecting adulteration. 


VISCOSITY OF CHINA WOOD OIL. 

The number of samples run in the laboratories 
of Chas. V. Bacon by this particular method 
exceeds 500, and the minimum viscosity ob- 
tained on the Tagliabue instrument was 725 
and 734 for pure oils: while with old oils the 
viscosity runs considerably higher; that is, 
from 760 to 780. The viscosity referred to is 
taken on the Tagliabue viscosimeter at a tem- 
perature of 70 degrees, and is carried out in 
the exact manner as advised by the makers 
of the instrument. This test is most important 
because the addition of even 5 per cent. of 
adulteration reduces the viscosity 98 points; 
while the addition of such an oil as tallow seed 
oil makes practically no difference in the chem- 
ical tests and only a slight difference in the 
heat test. Blown oils and castor oils could be 


used to raise the viscosity, but these would be 
detected by applying Bacon's method in the 
heat test

LINSBED OIL, 
A glance at the tables which follow 


shows that linseed oil in the principal 
markets of the world declined in price 
during the week and the same is true 
of the local market, although crushers 
still maintain the quotation of 77c. for 
ear lots. This quotation, however, is 
merely nominal and is not the basis 
on which the majority of sales were 
made. Some car lot buyers obtained 
as good as 75c. for immediate delivery. 
Futures are in a chaotic condition as 
far as prices go. The attitude of ap- 
plying spot prices to fall delivery is 
maintained in some quarters, but there 
is no denying the weakness of futures, 
the only point not easy to determine 
being at what figure to place the in- 
side quotation. To say the least, there 
is a wide range between spot and 
future prices. 

The seed markets have all declined, 
this being the reason for the lower 
prices quoted for oil. Receipts at 
Western centers keep up surprising- 
ly well. Grain men say this is because 
farmers realize that the large new 
crop will lower prices and they are 
putting: on the market all the seed 
they can so as to obtain present 
prices. In passing it may be said that 
the heavy domestic and Canadian re- 
ceipts show that the seed market has 
been high all year, because it was 
based on the assumption that the crops 
were much smaller than actually prov- 


ed the case. Receipts of domestic 
seed at Duluth, Minneapolis and Chi- 
cago are now considerably over 17,- 


000,000 bushels, though this makes no 
allowance for duplication. Receipts of

COTTONSEED OIL. 


The course of the market over the 
interval has been more or less spotted, 
but the general undertone has reflected 
a fair degree of stability. Trading has 
been chiefly of a professional char- 
acter, but was not indicative of any 
developments of determining signifi- 
cance, Of probably most material bear- 
ing was the publication of the govern- 
ment cotton crop report which was 
construed as a bullish factor, inducing 
a freer disposition on the part of shorts 
to cover, under which the market was 
able to offset the effect of the easing 
influences in sympathetic commodities. 
The government’s report placed the 
condition of cotton as of June 25 at 
80.4 per cent. and a decrease in the 
acreage at slightly in excess of 7 per 
cent. The condition is .3 per cent. be- 
low the ten-year acreage, while the 
acreage was given as 34,097,000 acres, 
as against 36,681,000 acres last year. 
There have been scattered tenders of 
July over the week and while they 
caused occasional liquidation in that 
option, they exercised comparatively 
little effect on the market and in some 
quarters it is believed that the July 
liquidation has well run its course. At 
the opening session lard and cotton

contributed some speculative support, 
but later a reaction in lard prompted 
more of a profit-taking policy. There 
was a fairly steady tone at the close, 
the firm position of cotton and com- 
pound lard counterbalancing an easier 
market for lard. The week’s sales were 
comparatively small, aggregating 53,- 
500 barrels, as compared with 92,600 
barrels for the previous week. The 
decrease may to some extent be ex- 
plained by the holiday. Arrivals were 
also lighter by 1,655, against 3,717 bar- 
rels. 


There has been no appreciable bet- 
terment in the consuming demand. 
June has been reported as an excep- 


tionally dull month for the products, 
but makers are generally credited with 
operating on a very close margin as to 
supplies and any quickening of buying 
interest on the part of their trade, it is 
argued, would be soon reflected in 
forcing them into the market to cover. 
Some of the local operators are en- 
couraged over the prospects of a re- 
vival in consuming requirements in 
the West, although the general course 
of the lard market during the week 
has not been suggestive of fortifying 
the confidence of the compound makers. 

The export trade during the week 
has continued to reflect the ability of 
operators to play a waiting game and 
there is apparently nothing to indicate 
a more hopeful turn in the situation in 
the near future. Our record of ship- 
ments shows the smallest total since 
last September, 2,138 barrels from New 
York and 1,325 barrels from other ports, 
amounting to 3,463 barrels, as compar- 
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ed 
week. The relatively light showing of 
the current week may in a measure be 
accounted for by the holiday. 

Further details of the government 
export statistics of cottonseed oil covy- 
ering the eleven months of the fiscal 
year ending May, 1912, note substantial 
gains in the leading foreign markets, 
as compared with the returns for the 
corresponding period previously. The 
most material increase has been in the 
shipments io the Netherlands by 96,- 
796,176, against 31,453,409 pounds. The 
United Kingdom exports have grown 
from 30,286,342 to 69,884,489 pounds, Our 
trade with Austria-Hungary has broad- 
ened considerably during the last fiscal 
year period, 8,810,889 pounds in 1910-1911, 
and 150,949 pounds in 1909-1910. A sum- 
mary of the distribution of our cotton- 
seed oil shipments by countries is pub- 
lished elsewhere. 

Since the publication of the govern- 
ment cotton crop report there has 
not been the disposition to press offers 
of new crude oil from the South and a 
more buoyant sentiment has been evi- 
denced. Crop developments within the 
next couple of weeks, however, will, it 
is believed, result in a modification of 
these views.

Irregular fluctuations of prices within a com- 
paratively narrow range and trade of only 
moderate proportions characterized the specu- 
lative market for lard at Chicago this week. 
There was considerable changing of July con- 
tracts over to September, and a fair’ amount 
of liquidation in the current month. Chief 
interest centered in the deferred futures, Sep- 
tember and October, failure of hog receipts 
to show the expected falling off and the further 
big increase in stocks serving to keep down 
enthusiasm in near options. The trade was 
almost entirely local, while outside interest 
was small. Prices during the six active days 
covered an extreme range of 22%c.. ranging 
from $10.67% to $10.90 for July; $10.87% to 
$11.10 for September, and $10.95 to $11.17% for 
October. Lowest point was touched on the 
last day, coming as the result of selling by 
traders who did not care to carry heavy com- 
mitments over the Independence Day holiday. 
Official statement of stocks of lard at Chi- 
cago July 1, 1912, showed holdings of 168,188 
tierces of contract lard and 31,475 tierces of 
other lard. The contract stock showed an in- 
crease of 45,012 tierces over holdings June 1. 
when the total was 123,176 tierces. Compared 
with last year’s reserve of 113,813 tierces, this 
month’s stocks showed a surplus of 54,475 
tierces. World’s stocks of lard July 1, accord- 
ing to a generally accepted compilation by one 
of the prominent local houses, were 412,523 
tierces, showing an increase during June of 
75,026 tierces, and compared with world’s re- 
serves of 361,064 tierces July 1, 1911, and of 
176,717 tierces the same date two years ago. 
Of this month's total 118,700 tierces were in 
Europe and 50.000 tierces afloat for Europe. 
The remaining 243,823 tierces were at the chief 
American holding points. 

Cash lard trade continued of only moderate 
proportions, but this had little influence on 
sentiment in regard to futures, bulls in the 
latter contending that the market ‘is sure 
sooner or later to respond to the effects of the 
tremendous consumption of American lard: in 
all parts of the world that can reach it from 
September to March, especially this year, when 


the fact that other good edible fats will be 
out of competition with it, and in a great 
many cases unreachable, will have a tendency 
to augment the consumption. In spite of the 
dullness, premiums were well maintained and 
the close was with round lots of regular prime 
steam lard holding at July figures, or $10.75. 
while small lots were held at a discount of 
5@10e. Loose lard was in moderate request 
and fair supply at 85c. under September, while 
leaf lard was in light supply and fairly stead 
at $10. Neutral was quiet, but generally 


steady at $11.37%@11.50 for No. 1 and $10.87%

Deliveries on July contracts the first day 
were only 10,000 tierces, and the aggregate 


for the first three days was only 10,750 tierces. 
Exports for the week showed a decrease of

TALLOW.

CHINA WOOD OIL.—Local sellers of 
China wood oil are holding firmer views 
about the future market, and this is 
giving a strong undertone to the spct 
market. The quotations for late fal! 
delivery now are as high as 8%@9c., 
while spot goods may be obtained at 
§9@10c., according to quantity and seller. 
With continued good demand for oil 
and inquiry extending over the balance 
of the year holders of oil in China 
evidently believe it a good time to get 
higher prices for their offerings. Sup- 
plies at Chinese ports are compara- 
tively light, and this show of scarcity—- 
which may or may not be the case as 
no one knows how much oil is held 
back in the interior—gives a plausible 
excuse for raising prices. Imports of 
China wood oil in May amounted to 
457,995 gallons, against 937,833 gallons 
in April. Since January 1 approxi- 
mately 40,980 barrels of China wocd 
oil have been imported. 

COCOANUT OIL.—Trading in the 
mérket for cocoanut oils was quiet 
during the past week, but prices were 
well maintained in symvathy with 
firmer cables from abroad. Supplies 
coming forward were moderate, which 
also tends to hold prices’ steady, 
especially on Cochin stock. Sales were 
reported of Ceylon oil at 8%c. per 
pound, nearby delivery, with spot held 
from 854c. to 8%., according to quan- 
tity and dealer. The London cable 
quoted the market unchanged at £37 
5s., July-August shipment. Offerings 
of Cochin oil were moderate and most 
dealers were asking for 9%c. but at 
the close 9%c. was still available in 
several instances. Futures were quoted 
from 9%c. to 9%c, per pound, as to po- 
sition. Copra was moving in a small 
Way only at 8%c. per pound. Mar- 
seilles quoted copra at 85 francs per 
cwt., against 86 francs a week ago. 
The imports of coceanut oil during the 
month of May were 2,278,139 pounds, 
against 5,235,117 pounds in May, 1911. 
The toal imports for the eleven months 
ending May 30 were 44,839,929 pounds, 
comp ured with 48,802,389 pounds during 
the same period last year. 

CORN OIL.—A decline of 10 points, 
announced by leading manufacturers 
on Friday, was the feature in the corn 
oil market last week. Supplies on 
hand were heavier, and with husiness 
quiet dealers reduced quotations to 
$8.15 per 100 pounds in ear lots and 
$6.20 per 100 pounds for less than car 
lots. Second hands have been shading 
prices during the past two weeks, and 
un to the close odd lots were available 
as low #s $6 per 100 pounds. spot de- 
livery. There has been very little buy- 
ing going on from either soap makers 
or paint dealers. Inquiry from abroad 
was also vely quiet.

PEANUT OIL.—The market for pea- 
nut oil was quiet and featureless in all 
quarters.

Price changes 
abroad were within narrow compass, 
and had no influence upon the spot 
situation.

RAPESEED OIL.—Supplies of rape- 
seed oil on hand were .comparatively 
small and prices held steady in all 
quarters.

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Petroleum Market and Reviews 


Saturday Noon, July 6, 1912. 

For the first time in several weeks 
no variation is to be reported in the 
crude oil market. The week’s review 
of. the Eastern fields notes a gain in 
completion, but the new production 
was not up to its former record, The 
current summary shows 182 comple- 
tions, 12,024 barrels of new production 
and 51 dry holes, as compared with 
167 completions, 13,437 barrels of new 
production and 49 dry holes, previously. 
The gain in completed wells was in 
West Virginia, Southeastern and 
Northwestern Ohio. West Virginia is 
in the lead in field operations, but its 
new production for the week under re- 
view showed a substantial decline and 
Illinois has forged to the front in the 
new production column. Interest in 
the high-grade fields continues to cen- 
ter in the results of Blue Creek fields 
of Kanawha county, West Virginia 
The rule of comparatively light pro- 
ducers has been broken during the 
week by the bringing in of a well that 
is suggestive of the earlier results of 
the*4-ld. The new well was credited 
with starting at the rate of 80 barrels 
an hour. Many of the older producers 
continue to show declines, but the total 
output of the field is fairly steady in 
the neighborhood of 16,000 barrels per 


day. The northeastern and southwest- 
ern extensions are regarded as the 
most promising fields for new work. 


Interest in the possibilities of outside 
counties in West Virginia has been 
quickened by the reported drilling of 
a wildcat test in Cley county, adjoin- 
ing Kanawha. The capacity of this 
well, however, was small, amounting to 
about 8 barrels per day. Boone dounty 
is the scene of experimental drilling 
for the first time in five years. An- 
other feature of the week’s operations 
in West Virginia has been the drilling 
of a 60-barrel well in the Spencer dis- 
trict of Roane county, somewhat in ad- 
vance of production. In Pennsylvania 
there is promise of new work as the 
result of a completion in Alleghany 
county, which, according to some esti- 
mates, might develop into a 30 or 40- 
barrel producer. The June report on 
operations in the high-grade fields of 
New York Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia and Southeastern Ohio shows 491 
completions, 22,427 barrels of new daily 
production, 59 dry holes, 56 gas wells, 
with the averare of producin’ wells as 
59.65 barrels, as comnared with 68.77 
barrels in May, when completions 
amounted to 448, with a new produc- 
tion of 22,557 barrels, 67 drv holes and 
52 gas wells. 





Interest in Kentucky operations has 
been keenly emphasized by the bring- 


ing in of a 200-barrel well in Ohio 
county in the western part of the 
State, marking a possible torerunner of 
a new field several hundred miles from 
the present developed areas of Ken- 
tucky. The strike was made at a 


depth of 1,800 feet and is close to two 


Other wells drilled last spring, from 
Which a small amount of oil from a 
Shallow sand was_ produced. Ohio 


county has, as yet, no established pro- 
duction, and no market facilities have 
been provided, Other wildcat drilling 
continues of a fairly active stage in 
other fields of the State. A _ recent 
Strike in Lawrence county was re- 
ported, showing a 25-barrel producer, 
the best result yet made in that field. 
There is promise that before another 
month a pipe line will ‘be built from 
the Busseyville pool to Torchlight. 
There were 15 completions in Kentucky 
during June, of which 8 were pro- 
ducers to the extent of 255 barrels, as 
the total daily average, or 31,875 bar- 
rels per well, as compared with 18 
barrels in May. Operations in the 
Lima fields of Northwestern Ohio and 
Indiana during the week have been 
featured by the bringing in of a well in 
Van Wert county in the Ohio end, 
which was ‘credited with starting at 
the rate of 300 barrels a day. Wood 
county continues to furnish the great 
est number of completions, but first 
place in new production for the week 
went to Hancock county, There was a 
material advance in the Northwestern 
Ohio production for the week under 
review, and completions also register- 
ed an increase. Drilling in Indiana 
is still of a perfunctory character, and 
there seems very little chance to re- 
vive interest in the State. The June 
report on the Lima field operations 
noted 49 completions, 771 barrels of 
new daily production and 5 dry holes, 
with the average of 17.52 barrels per 
well in the Northwestern Ohio end, 
and 5 completions, 57 barrels of new 
production and 1 dry hole, with the 
average of 14.25 barrels, in Indiana. 
There were 132 wells abandoned in 
Ohio and 122 in Indiana during the 
month. 

A decline in completed work is noted 
in the Illinois field during the week, 
but the new production scored a slight 
increase, as a result of several excep- 
tional wells drilled in the Lawrence 
county field. One of these was report- 
ed good for 2,600 barrels, while another 
was credited with 1,600 barrels, both in 
Dennison township. New work is in

There 
no change in the daily production of the pool 
the past week, and it still hovers around the 
16,000-barrel mark. The new wells of the last 
week, while having a good-sized productior 
did not raise the output any on account of the 
old wells in the old extension falling off rap 
idly in production. An occasional gusher is 
found in the center of the pool, but the ma 
jority of the completions are on the light 
order. 

At the present time the dimension of the p 
is about ten miles from north to south, 45 
profitable wells have been found at each end 
In the center of the pool the territory is clos¢ 
ly drilled over with wells only a few feet apart 
Although the development to the northeast 
looks promising, the bulk of the work is now 
starting and under way to the southwest, 
where the completion of the six wells on the 
Grosscupp, Rummell & Schwabe lease on the 
David J. Jarret tract have all been of gusher 
size. Other wells in this vicinity have proved 
productive with a few exceptions. Operators 
are now trying to extend the southwest exten 
sion as far south as Charleston, which is about 
four miles from the nearest producing well. 
The chances, however, do not look very ftavora 
ble, as previous tests in this direction tend to 
prove otherwise. ‘To the northeast of the pool 
there is also some talk of the producing area 
extending to the Porters Creek field, in Clay 
county. Former operations between these two 
districts have resulted in dusters with a show- 
ing ot The same result has also been en- 
countered in developments between the Blue 
Creek field and the Griffithsville field in Lincoln 
county. 

To the northeast of the pool on the Coal and 
Coke right of way, the Walnut Creek Oil and 
Gas Company completed No. 3, which is good 
for a 175 barrel producer. The Ohio Fuel Oil 
Company No. 3 on the J. H. Copenhaver, which 
started at the rate of twenty barrels an hour, 
was the largest completion of the past week. 
This test is located in the older section of 
the pool. ‘To the southwest, near Pinch Sta- 
tion, the South Penn Oil Company completed 
No. 1 on the O, M. Jarrett tract and the well 
produced 470 barrels the ensuing twenty-four 
hours. This same concern completed its No. 
% on the U. C. Myers tract which is good for 
about 210 barrels a day. Grosscupp, Rumme!ll & 
Schwabe completed a fourth test on the David 
Jarrett tract, which is good for 400 barrels a

The first two wells on this tract were com- 
pleted the previous week, both coming in with 
good-sized production, This same company 
completed a second test on the Jacob Thumm 
heirs tract, which had a production of 410 
barrels the first day. ‘The initial test on this 
tract was the pioneer well of Pinch Station 
and which started active operations to the 
southwest of the pool proper. The Unitee Fuel 
Gas Company completed No. 9 on the James F. 
Brown tract, and the well produced 550 bar- 
rels the ensuing twenty-four hours. It was 
on this tract that the first gusher to the north- 
east was completed. The initial test is still 
producing a good-sized production and is among 
the best in the pool. The Walnut Creek Oil 
Company completed No, 4 on the Coal and 
Coke right of way, and the well is good for 
150 barrels a day. The Elkins Exploration 
Company completed Nos. 2 and 3 on the part 
of the same tract and both are showing for 
five-barrel producers, , 

Roane and Harrison counties lead in activity 
outside of the Kanawha county pool, but noth- 
ing out of the ordinary is being found in either 
county. The largest well the past week in 
Roane county was only a twenty-five barrel 
producer found by the Ohio Fuel Oil Company 
on the W. R. T. Smith tract, in Smithfield 
district. This company has about ten other 
wells drilling on this tract, which is one of 
the best looking in that vicinity. The comple- 
tions in this county average around the fifteen- 
barrel mark each week, although an occasion- 
al good-sized producer is found. This county 
has a large scope of territory that is yet un- 
drilled, but the operators do not take kindly 
to that section, as it is known that the sand 
will not show a good volume of product. In 
Harrison county five of the six completions re- 
ported were gas producers, and the only pro- 
ducer is good for twenty-five bafrels a day. 
The well is the Elk Grove Realty Company 
and is on the B. & O. Railroad right of way 
in Sardis district. The gas concerns are the 
most active developers in this county, although 
a number of oil concerns are scattered in 
Sardis and Union districts. 

Pleasants county is becoming more active due 
to the completion of Schlagel & Freid’s No. 25 
on the J. 8S. Wells farm, which was completed 
the previous week and which is still holding 
up at 100 barrels a day. ‘This well is located 
in Union district where a number of large 
wells are being found from time to time and 
the next few months should prove to be one of 
the most active periods of the development in 
the county. 

Clay county, located northeast of the Blue 
Creek pool in Kanawha county, is making rapid 
progress in new work starting under way. 
More wildcat work is starting in the county 
than in any other section in the Little Moun- 
tain State. An important wildcat well was 
completed the past week by the Koontz Oil 
and Gas Company on the J. N. King farm, 
which is showing for an eight-barrel pro- 
ducer. The GriffithsviNe pool in Lincoln 
county is another active spot, and, while the 
completions are not large, the operators are 
trying to extend the pool as far northeast as 
the Blue Creek field, which is on a direct line 
with the development in Lincoln county. 


Southeastern Ohio. 


Development work in the deep sand fields of 
Southeastern Ohio showed an increase in com- 
pleted wells and new production, due to the 
wells found in the Gore-{Straitsville field in 
Hocking and Perry counties. Hocking county 
is the leading attraction, and is -becoming 
one of the most active sections in the East. 
In the vicinity of Hemlock, northeast of New 
Straitsville, operating companies are preparing 
to drill a number of wells. The Chilton Com- 
pany, of West Virginia, completed a good well 
in this section, which has started a little ex- 
citement. 

In the New Straitsville field, in Perry county, 
Seott & Walters completed a test on the P. 
Lillico town lot and has a show for a fifty- 
barrel producer in the Clinton formation. The 
Purvis-Martin people completed a test on the 
Johnson-Thompson tract which is good for 
thirty barrels a day. The Tip Top Oil and Gas 
Company's well on the Cheten, Orndorf and 
Martin lots is good for 125 barrels a day. The 
Deshler Oil and Gas Company completed a test 
on the William Lewis lot, which is showing for 
a 100-barrel producer. The Producers’ Oil 
Company's well west of the Tip Top Company 
is good for 200 barrels. 

Development work in the old Bremen-Junc- 
tion City field in Fairfield and Perry counties 
is increasing, due to the completion of the 
Avelon Oil and Gas Company’s test on the 
Adcock farm, which was completed several 
weeks ago, and which is still holding up at 
150 barrels a day. No late completions have 
been reported, and the chances for a new pool 
in that vicinity does not look very promising, 
as the territory was tested to a great extent 
about two years ago, when the pool was first 
discovered. 

A gauge of the deep sand wells shows the 
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following results:—The Planet Oil and Gas 
Company’s No, 1, Ankrum ‘farm, 115 barrels; 
Avelon Oil and Gas Company, No. 3, J. W. 
Adcock farm, 50 barrels; Chartiers Oil Com- 
pany, No. 39, Hocking Products Company's 
land, 125 barrels; Tip ‘Yop Oil-and Gas Com- 
pany, Cheten, Orndorf and Martin lots, 125 
barrels; Producers’ Oil Company, William & 
Evans lots, 110 barrels. 

The shallow sand fields have nothing to offer 
with the exception of an occasionally good pro- 
ducer. The best well of the week was found 
in the Macksburg field by George Hess & Sons 

the George Hess tract, which is good for 
a 256-barrel producer, Eleven completions were 
reported from this county the past week, five 
being dry and the remaining six wells only had 
a combined production of 6) barrels. Washing 
ton county continues the most active. Con- 
siderable work is under way and starting in 
Morgan county. Eight completions were re- 
ported from this district with a new produc- 
tion of but 41 barrels, which is an average of 
5 barrels per well. Nothing has been doing in 
the shallow sand fields for the past several 
years, but with the price of crude product 
going up a little new work will be started. 
The cost of drilling a well in the shallow sand 
is not very high, and a producer will pay in 
a short time. In Athens county a new oil 
boom is being started by capitalists frorn the 
New Straitesville field, who have leased a large 
block of new territory and will put down a 
number of new wells within the next few 
weeks. This field is located due south of the 
Gore-Straitesville field about 15 miles. 


Central Ohio, 


Wildcatting and the leasing of 
ritory is proving to be the most 
the developing of the vast area of the Central 
Ohio gas belt. The Logan Natural Gas and 
Fuel Company are probably the most active 
leasers throughout the gas fields, although the 
Ohio Fuel Gas company, the Columbus Gas and 
Fuel Company, the Central Contract and 
Finance Company and a number of other con- 
cerns have their leasers out securing options 
on all available territory. The Logan people 
are doing the most of their leasing in Hocking 
county, near Logan and in Starr township, 
where a number of good gas and oil wells have 
been found. 

The Central Ohio fields hold unusual interest, 
not only as a gas field, but an oil field of 
more than usual importance, due to the com- 
pletion of a number of good wells in Muskin- 
gum and Licking counties the past and present 
year, Although active operations are now go- 
ing on in these two counties, as much new 
work is being started in the more northern 
sections in Lorain, Cuyahoga, Ashland and 
Medina counties. The remarkable staying qual-

on the Ankrum farm in Hopewell township, 
Licking county, just across the line from the 
good wells found in the same township in 
Muskingum county, which is still holding up 
past the 100-barrel mark, is creating a good 
deal of attention, and a large number of wells 
are being started in the immediate vicinity. 
Late completions, however, have not been very 
gratifying, as only small wells have been 
found. In Perry township, Licking county, a 
large number of new wells are being put down, 
due to the completion of the Arkansas Fuel 
Company's good completion on the Park Mont- 
gomery farm, which is producing 100 barrels 
a day. This concern has leased over 6,000 
acres in the immediate vicinity and will de- 
velop the land thoroughly. 

Knox county is showing increased activity 
and a number of good sized gassers are being 
found. The largest well of the week was the 
Logan Natural Gas and Fuel Company's No. 1, 
on the H. E. Bebout farm, which showed a 
volume of 1,250,000 cubic feet of gas daily. 
The Upham Oil and Gas Company’s No. 8, Eli 
Vernon farm, produced 500,000 cubic feet. The 
Ohio Fuel Gas Company completed No. 2, on 
the Joe Morton farm, which has a volume 
of but 820,000 cubic feet. Only two gassers 
of fair size were completed in Licking county. 
The Hisey Gas Company’s No. 2, on the Seville 
farm, shows a volume of 2,500,000 cubic feet, 
and the Columbus Natural Gas Company's No. 
2, on the J. Lemley farm, 750,000 cubic feet. 
The other’ completion reported was a dry hole. 
Ashland county, which is the most active in 
the fleld, Only had one completion—it was a 
dry hole. A number of important wells are 
drilling in this county that will be completed 
the present week. 

The Cuyahoga county field is keeping up In 
the gas end, but the oil completions are few 
and far between. The past month in this de- 
velopment only showed one completion—the 
South End Realty Company's test on the P. 
Brower tract, which is good for about 30 bar- 
rels. A number of wells are drilling near New- 
burg, where the first oil producer was found 
the latter part of last season, and a number 
of wells are also drilling inside the city limits 
of Cleveland, but as yet none has been com- 
pleted, 

Other Fields. 

Indiana and Northwestern Ohio have nothing 
unusual to offer the past week. In the Ken- 
tucky-Tennessee regions much wildcat work is 
being planned for both eastern and western 
parts of Kentucky. A number of fine wells 
were found in the deep sand fields of Illinois 
in the Lawrence county field.

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NEW RECORD IN JUNE COMPLE- 
TIONS IN MID-CONTINENT 
OIL FIELD. 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Independence, Kan., July 1, 1912, 

Predictions for June with respect to amount 
of development work in the mid-continent field 
were fulfilled. All previous records were 
smashed. More wells were drilled in Kansas 
and Oklahoma than in any other single month 
in the history of the field. The work was 
scattered evenly over the region and there 
seems to be no indication of a cessation dur- 
ing the summer. As a result of the rush to 
the drill and the general success of operations 
the market has remained stationary. 

In June 650 wells were drilled, of which 
number 522 were oil producers, 60 were gassers, 
77 were failures, and new production on a 
thirty-day basis and not on the first twenty- 
four hour gauge was estimated at 17,837 bar- 
rels. In May 609 wells were drilled, of which 
467 were producers, 64 were gassers and 78 
were failures, with the estimated production 
aggregating 17,578 barrels. 

Ky this comparison there were fifty more 
completions in June than in May. ‘There were 
fifty-five more producers and an increase of 259 
barrels new production, while there was a de- 
crease of four gassers and one failure. ‘here 
were 162 more wells drilled in June than in 
April, 297 moré than in March and 375 more 
than in January. The average of the June 
wells was thirty-five barrels. There has been 
a general downward tendency in the average of 
new wells in the field as a whole this year, 
the January wells averaging 45.5 barrels and 
the February wells 43.6 barrels. This is ex- 
plainable in the fact that more inside locations 
wu bid leases are now being drilled. There are 
Just as many big wells, in fact, more, being 
drilled now than there were in January, but 
there are so very many more ten to twenty- 
five-barrel wells. On the other hand, the 
average of Kansas wells is increasing. Those 
of January averaged 14.6 barrels, of June 26.4 
barrels. Drilling for oil is becoming more 
general in Kansas and oil territory is being 
sought, whereas a few months ago operators 
were drilling principally for gas. 

Indications throughout the field 
still larger volume of operations with less 
prospects of market advancement. From the 
extreme southern end of the big field to the far 
northern end in Kansas come good reports, 
with every encouragement for more drilling. 
One of the latest reports received before clos- 
ing this record was a well at Henryetta, ad- 
vancing southeast that pool. which had a flush 
production of over 600 barrels a day. In Kan- 
sas in June was drilled a well starting at 750 
barrels. The oft-repeated prediction that the 
second excitement in the mid-continet field 
would be the greatest has come to pass. No 
drilling campaign like this has ever before 
been seen in a field of this size. The so-called 
Pennsylvania field has often drilled as many 
wells, but not such uniformly large producers, 
and that fleld covers New York State, Penn- 
sylvania, part of Ohio and West Virginia. 

Unless something wholly unexpected inter- 
venes this will be by far the biggest year yet 
in field work in the mid-continent. The record

Thus while there have only been sixty-one 
more completions during the first half of this 
year as compared with the first six months of 
last year, work is on the increase as summer 
approaches this year and last year it was on 
the decrease. There was a gradual decrease of 
field work from May until the close of the 
year, Last year 4,956 wells were drilled, the 
largest number in any one year in the history 
of the field. That record may be exceeded by 
upward of a thousand wells this year, 

JUNE IN KANSAS, 

June was the best month in Kansas in over 
six years. There were eighty-seven comple- 
tions. Of these fifty-six were oil wells, twenty 
were gassers, eleven were failures; new produc- 
tion reached 1,480 barrels. There is-less and 
less drilling for gas and a doubling up of the 
effort for oil. The result is flattering to the 
Kansas field. Operating is much less expen- 
sive in Kansas than in Oklahoma, and there 
are no vexatious departmental rulings. The 
average of the Kansas wells was 26.4 barrels. 
Some fine wells are being found down in 
Chautauqua county, the best one of the month 
starting off at thirty barrels an hour, quite a 
number doing 150 to 350 barrels. At Coffey- 
ville three wells were drilled during the month 
starting off at 100 barrels. They are in shal- 
low territory. Some good staying wells of 
smaller caliber are being found in the Way- 
side pool. Operations in Neosho and Allen 
counties are developing fifteen to forty barrel 
wells, and there are indications that all of that 
east and west territory in upper Kansas will 
be drilled over within the next year. There is 
a vast amount of tested territory in Kansas 
good for ten to thirty barrel wells which was 
abandoned on a low market a few years ago. 
The next five years in Kansas oildom are 
promising—if the market hovers around the 
dollar mark. There were fourteen more wells 
drilled in Kansas in June than in May; there 
was an increase of twenty-one producers and 
two failures and a decrease of nine gassers; 
there was an increase of 643 barrels new pro- 
duction. There were thirty-eight more wells in 
June than in April. or almost twice as many. 


JUNE IN OKLAHOMA, 


Oklahoma drilled more wells, but developed 

less production in June than in May. In June 
572 wells were completed in Oklahoma, 466 
were producers, 40 were gassers and 66 were 
failures, the estimated new production being 
16,357 barrels. This was an increase of 36 
wells drilled, as compared with May; it was 
an increase of 5 gassers, but a decrease of 3 
failures, and a slump of 384 barrels new pro- 
duction. The average of the June wells was 
35.1 barrels, against 38.7 barrels in May and 
47.3 barrels in January. The falling off in 
average of Oklahoma wells is quite largely 
due to the large number of completions in the 
Cherokee, where there are now no new pools 
and have been none, save the Ramsey, which 
has never developed any big wells for a year 
or more. 
The Osage drilled 58 wells in June, an in- 
crease of 15, with 775 barrels more new pro- 
duction than in May. The Cherokee drilled 
383 wells, an increase of 38 and a decrease of 
1.769 barrels new production. Pawnee county 
showed up with a loss of 9, having completed 
24 during the month, but increased her new 
production over May by 270 barrels. 

In the Ponca City, Kay county pool, 8 wells 
were drilled in June, against 5 in May. That 
pool is becoming defined, and within the limits

some excellent wells are being found. Whether 
it is a small pool or will develop into a field 
remains for future drilling. The development 
will take time. 

_ The Creek country fell off in the amount of 
its field work in June. Ninety-nine wells were 
drilled, a loss of 11. There was a decrease 
of 13 producers and an increase of 7 gassers, 
but a favorable indication in a decrease of 5 
failures and a loss of only 85 barrels new pro- 
duction compared with the previous month. 
The average of June wells in the Creek was 
54 barrels. The south end of the field is 
spotted, but it is still full of glowing possibili- 
ties for the prospector. The most attractive 
pool at the present is Henryetta. Cushing is 
slow coming forward, but it is almost sure to 
make a big pool to the south. Attention is 
now diverting westward from the Mounds and 
Letcher pool. There is also prospect of a new 
development east of former operations in the 
Glenn, over in range 14, where a good well 
was found, 


NEW WORK IN PROGRESS.

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GUSHER IN WESTERN 

KENTUCKY. 

(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Barbourville, Ky., July 4, 1912 


Great possibilities for a new oil field several 
hundred miles from the present developed urea 
of Kentucky were made Wednesday when 4 
susher, with an estimated yield of 200 barrels 
daily, was drilled in Ohio county, Wester! 
Kentucky, by a Kentucky company The 
sand was reached at a depth of 1,800 feet and 
the flow of oi] was so strong that it could not 
be controlled for several hours, according to 
reports from the new field. The strike was 
made close to two other wells drilled this 
spring, and which yield a small amount of oil 
from a shallow sand. The oil found in the 
gusher is pronounced of excellent quality 

The new strike is in a field which has been 
subjected to a number of wildcat punctures 
during the last two years, and this spring de 
velopments centered upon the region contiguous 
to tne new strike in Ohio county, During the 
last few months a number of wells were com 
pleted in this county in a sand less than 1,000 
reet in depth. Several strikes showed a yield 
of ten to fifteen barrels, but the latest com 
pletion, according to reports, has the best 
yield of any strike made in Kentucky this 
summer and the potentiality of the new dis 
trict, a long distance from the established fields 
of Kentucky, is great the strike is expected 
to be followed by an influx of operators and 
many new rigs will soon be erected in this un- 
developed section of the State. The county as 
yet has no established production, work velng 
in infancy, with no market for the little pro- 
duction already proven. 

Strides are expected to 
development industry in neighboring fields, in- 
cluding Hart county, where several rigs are 
engaged in wiiicatting, and in Muhlenberg, 
Hopkins, Webster and Logan counties, where 
some little prospecting has been under way. 
The development of a deeper sand is also en- 
couraged by the new find, as most of Ken 
tucky’s oil is found in shallow sands. 

KENTUCKY PETROLEUM FIELD. 

(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 

Barbourville, Ky., July 8, 1912. 

The developments of lower Kentucky have 
occupied the center of attention during the 
past few days, with the new districts of Wayne 
county contributing the greater part of the new 
productiom. Interest has been aroused in the 
forthcoming deep test in Knox county, while 
the districts of Whitley and Cumberland coun- 
ties are in line for renewed activity. On the 
Tennessee side new work is contemplated be- 
fore the summer season ends, while in the 
Southern Kentucky counties west of Wayne a 
tew wildcat wells have been started The 
lower Kentucky fields contain the greatest 
proven area and are due for the greatest ex- 
pansion in activity, which is looked for as a 
result of the higher crude oil prices. 

In the Eastern Kentucky district, Lawrence 
county operators have at last united on a pipe 
line proposition, and before another month it 
is expected that a pipe line will be built inde- 
pendently from the Busseyville pool to Toreh- 
light, a point on the C. and O. Railroad. The 
Standard Oil Company, mu 1s claimed, has 
agreed to pay $1.20 per barrel for Lawrence 
county oil, 29 cents more than the price quoted 
the other light grades of Kentucky. It is 
said that the Lawrence county product, ob- 
tained from the Berea grit, is higher in qual- 
ity, but whether it will be differently classified 
on the market is a matter of doubt. At one 
time the Standard paid more for the oil of 
Floyd and Knott counties, contiguous to Law- 
rence, than for the light grades of lower Ken- 
tucky, but the difference was adjusted several 
years ago and the same price now prevails 
on all light grade oil in this State. 

in Northern Kentucky the Wolfe county dis 
trict is the only field reached by the pipe lines 
which is showing any activity at the beginning 
of the month, No new rigs are up in Bath and 
Rowan counties. In the northern extremity 
several test wells are drilling in counties bor- 
dering the Ohio River. 

No strikes of extra large 
during the past week outside 
county, which is separately reported, The next 
best oiler of the week was drilled on Rock 
Creek, Wayne county, with a capacity of thirty 
barrels daily. Another well of fifteen barrels 
capacity is reported from the same district, 
ahead of the pipe line. One new strike is re- 
ported from McCreary county, where a con- 
tinuation of the Rock Creek field of Wayne 
county has been proven. The Mount Pisgah 
district, Wayne county, responded to a punc- 
ture with a well of ten barrels’ capacity. A 
number of new wells have been started in the 
Rock Creek and Mount Pisgah fields, the fa- 
vorable weather being taken advantage of. 
There is no shortage of water for drilling pur- 
poses this summer, unlike previous seasons, 
and the mountain roads are in good condition 
for hauling machinery. ‘The next two months 
are expected to develop several new extensions 
of the proven areas of these two fields, as 
much of the present activity is in wildcatting 
and several good leads have already been 
proven,

Brush run, Union district, Clay county, 
the Koontz Oil and Gas Company has 
test on the J. N. King farm through 
the Big Injun sand, and it produced 8 barrels 
a day. Clay county adjoins Kanawha on the 
east and has been claiming a good deal of at- 
tention recently. In hopes of finding a new 
pool a number of test wells have been drilled 
and the shoWing in some has been encourag- 
ing.

At Cleveland, in the mid-continent field, the 
Milliken Oil Company has completed No. 2 on 
the Williams farm in the east half of the 
northeast section 20-21-8, and the well was 
reported good for 500 barrels natural, with 
but little gas. It is probably as good a well as 
ever drilled in the Cleveland sand. 


The natural gas well at Tofield, Alberta, 
Canada, is now down to a depth of about 1,050 
feet, Already five different flows of gas have 
been encountered. The last and biggest one 
was struck a few days ago at a depth of 997 
feet, and there is enough gas available now 
from this flow to light every house and street 
in that town. When piped a short distance 
from the well and lighted a flame burst forth 
twelve feet in length. The contractor who is 
drilling the well says that the conditions are 
identical with those at Bow Island, near Medi- 
cine Hat, where he brought in. some of the 
big gas gushers. 
of gusher capacity has been drilled 
in Ohio county, Western Kentucky, flowing at 
the rate of 200 barrels a day from the 1,800- 
foot sand. The oil is said to be of excellent 
quality. This strike marks the possibility of 
the development of a new oil field several hun- 
dred miles from the present developed areas 
of Kentucky. 


A well 


so far reported in the Law- 
rence county field of Kentucky came in as a 
probable 25-barrel well. It is slightly ahead 
of production in the Busseyville district. Opera- 
tors have come together in a plan to build a 
pipe line from this district to Torchlight, a 
point on the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad. 
The Lawrence county oil is said to be rated 
at a value of $1.20 per barrel, or 29 cents more 
than the price quoted for other light grades of 
Kentucky crude, 


The best strike 


The best of recent completions in the North- 
western Ohio end of the Lima fields was 
drilled in Van Wert county and credited with 
starting at the rate of 300 barrels a day. 


Dennison township, of Lawrence county, IIl., 
has been the scene of two noteworthy pro- 
ducers within the week, the Big Four Oil and 
Gas Company’s No. 20 on the Laura Gillespie 
farm coming in at the rate of 2,000 barrels 
per day and the Ohio Oil Company’s No. 15 on 
the Gould farm being credited with 1,600 
barrels, 

For the first time in five years wildcat 
overations have been started in Boone county, 
W. Va. One test is down 600 feet and several 
rigs are in course of drilling. 

The best of recent completions in the Blue 
Creek field of Kanawha county, W. Va., is the 
Walnut Creek Oil Company’s No. 5 on the 
Coal and Ccke Railroad right of way, which, 
when dritled into the pay, was reported to 
have started to flow at the rate of 80 barrels 
an hour. The location is 500 feet southwest of 
the first test driled on this lease and is lo- 
cated on Elk River. The first three wells com- 
pleted on this lease have been holding up at 
300 birrels a day. In the north end, between 
Imhoff Branch and Blue Creek, the Ohio Fuel 
Oil Company has drilled in its No. 8 on the J. 
H. Conenhaver farm. As soon as the pay was 
tapped it started to flow at the rate of 20 bar- 
rels an hour and placed 235 barrels to its 
credit the first twelve hours. On the west side 
of the field, on Elk River, the South Penn Oil 
Company drilled its test on the O. M. Jarrett 
farm into a second pay and it produced 
barrels the ensving twenty-four hours. . In, the 
southwest extension, on Pine, Creek, the. South 











Penn Oil Company has now completed its No. 
1 on.the O. M. Jarrett farm, and it produced 


470 barrels the first twenty-four hours. The 
total output of the Blue Creek field is estimated 
at about 16,000 barrels a day. 





In Jackson township, Perry county, Ohio, the 
Avelon Oil and Gas Company has completed 
its No. 4 on the James W. Adcock farm and 
has a show. for a 50-barrel producer in the 
Clinton sand, No. 3 on the same farm is 
holding up at 165 barrels a day. 





South of Woodville, Alleghany county, Pa., 
the Commonwealth Real Estate Company has 
completed and will put its well on the Gamble 
lot to pumping. Its capacity is rated from 10 
to 40 barrels, but the well has stirred up much 
interest in the field and promises to inspire 
further drilling. 


On Scaffold run, Spencer district, Roane 
county, W. Va., the Fisher Oil Company has 
drilled a test on the J: N, Wilson farm 
through the* Big Injun sand and it'was re- 
ported good for 6) barrels a day. This is the 
hest showing: of any late completion in Roane 
county and the location is somewhat in ad- 
vance of production, 


On the Ohio side in the deep sand territory, 
near Gore Falls, Gore township, Hocking coun- 
ty, the Chartiers Oil Company has completed 
No. 29 on the Hocking Products Company’s 
property and has a show for a 75-barrel ‘pro- 
ducer in the Clinton sand. 


What is regarded as easily the largest well 
ever completed in Pawnee county, Oklahoma, 
and one of the best producers drilled in the 
mid-continent field was brought in on July 1 
on the Williams farm, in section 30-21-8 by 
the Milliken Oil Company. The well started 
at the rate of 325 barrels an hour. It is lo- 
cated in the center of the north line of 80 
acres in the east half of the north quarter of 
the section, befng No. 2 on the farm. It was 
a producer in the Layton sand and was deep- 
ened to the Bartlesville sand. An earlier com- 
pletion in the district came in at the rate of 
6$ barrels an hour.

California Oil Situation Not Encour- 


aging. 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent,) 
Los Angeles, June 29, 1912. 


That the offer of the Union Oil Company to 
buy 10,000,000 barrels of oil at 35 cents per 
barrel from the Independent Producers’ Agency 
members was not generally accepted and re- 
sulted in a transfer of only 2,000,000 barrels 
has caused considerable comment here among 
oil'men. It was supposed the Agency mem- 
bers would fly to the relief afforded them in 
the offer, but very few comparatively availed 
themselves of the chance to get rid of a 
troublesome surplus in their tanks. The rea- 
sons are not easily understood. Some of the 
large Agency companies have stated that they 
were willing to carry their own oil rather than 
sell it for 35 cents. Other companies decided 
they would worry along in the belief that the 
price would advance before many months and 
that in the end they would be ahead, although 
at present they are selling but a fraction of 
their output. 


In any event, no one can see how any relief 
from general conditions can be afforded by the 
sale of 2,000,000 or 10,000,000 barrels by the 
Agency to the Union. It amounts to nothing 
more than transferring it from the tanks of the 
Agency members to those of the Union. As 
a matter of fact, it is feared that it makes 
matters worse. Those companies that sold 
their oil have thus rid themselves of their 
storage oil and given them a chance to load 
up again, a thing they are very likely to do, 
and no doubt in a very short time there will 
be as great a congestion as ever. 

So far as holding their oil for an advance in 
price, these concerns are doomed to disap- 
pointment, as there is little probability or pos- 
sibility of any increase in price for months to 
come, If the production to-day were not all 
tied up on contracts at a stipulated price there 
would be nothing to prevent a big drop, and 
unless there is a big change in the near fu- 
ture these same contracts, when they expire. 
will only be renewed on the basis of a much 
lower price. 

The purposes of the Independent Agency are 
all right, and it would accomplish its purpose 
without question were it not for the fact that 
there are as many foot-loose concerns as there 
are Agency companies, all drilling in more 
wells and forcing the Agency companies to 
do the same thing. Another factor fs the 
large amount of work always carried on by 
such concerns as the Southern Pacific, Santa 
Fe and the three big marketing concerns them- 
selves—the Standard, Associated and Union. 
Every barrel the railroads produce means that 
much less to buy from the producers, and the 
same may be said of the three marketing com- 
panies. In this way the big overproduction is 
maintained and no one can at present see when 
the California produce will be out of the 
woods. 

And yet all the local writers of oil news in- 
sist that conditions are favorable for an ad- 
vance in price in the near future. 

This influence no doubt has a tendency to 
lead to continued drilling, but the present out- 
look from the producers’ standpoint is cer- 
tainly not encouraging. 


SHELL-ROYAL DUTCH PLANS. 


The recent purchase of a tract of land at Los 
Angeles Harbor by the Indian Refining Com- 
pany, a subsidiary of the Shell interests, means 
the erection at that point in the near future of 
a large distributing station. with a capacity 
large enough to take care of the entire South- 
west trade. The company is constructing three 
such plants on this coast. One at Seattleh as 
about been completed and one at Martines on 
San Francisco Bay is now under construction, 
and as soon as this work is a little further ad- 
vanced work on the Los Angeles plant w Il 
be begun. These three plants are all at tide- 
water and will be the feeders for numerous 
substations scattered inland. The main sta- 
tions will be supplied by boat from the com- 
pany’s refineries in the Orient, with all the 
products of netroleum, but more especially 
gasoline and illuminating oils. 

The company is expending several millions 
of dollars in the construction of these plants, 
it is said, and intends to nush the sale of its 


products to the limit. Whether a price war 
will be inaugurated in competition with the 
Standard and Union, already established on 


this coast, is no known, but it is certain the 
Indian Refining Company intends to he a fac- 
tor in the sale and distribution of refined 
products here. The local representatives denv 
any intention of starting anv price cutting, but 
at the same time declare thev expect to secure 
their share of the business. A number of hich- 
class men emploved by the older marketing 
companies here have been approached and in 
ducements offered to cast their lot with tht 
new outfit. 

The company expects to be doling business 
long before the Panama Canal is opened. 

FIELD NOTES. 

The Santa Fe company has abandoned its 

efforts to strike ofl on section 15-29-28 to the 


south of the Kern River field, where it com- 
menced work in 1998. This well was located 
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on the bluffs and across the river from the 
field and hag been watched with much interest 
by oil men, as a@ successful venture here would 
have opened up a large area of territory. The 
company encountered water in such quan- 
tities that it was impossible to shut it off, al- 
though it also found two different oil sands 
at different depths. On account of the failure, 
on which more than $50,000 was spent, the 
company now finds itself defendant in a suit 
brought by F. R. Burrows for $40,000 on the 
grounds that the company did not drill to a 
depth of 2,500 feet as required by the terms of 
he lease, 

he Buick Oil Company in the Midway field 
has got back on the production list by bringing 


in its No, 4, which is flowing 400 barrels a 
day. No. 1, its famous gusher, which was 
recently drowned out by water breaking into 


the sand, is still down and out, 

On July 30 a meeting of the stockholders of 
the Standard Oil Company of California will 
be held to vote on the proposition of increas- 
ing the capital stock from 250,000 shares to 
500,000 shares, valued at $50,000,000. As the 
ictual assets ,of the company are now in ex- 
cess of $40,000,000 it will simply be a matter 
{ form to increase. A large plan of expansion 
in all departments is planned by the money 
raised. The present stockholders will be given 
the first opportunity of subscribing for the new 
stock and it is not probable any outsider will 
ecure any of it. The company earned over 
$3,000,000 last year, which is running the 
profits up to an uncomfortable figure in view 
of the close scrutiny the big corporations are 
now subject to by the Federal authorities. 

The Standard has a large crew of men at 
work laying its pipe line into the Lost Hills 
district. Besides its own output in this dis- 
trict, the Standard has a contract with the 
Universal Oil Company, the largest producer 
in the field, for all its output in excess of 
that called for in its contract with the Asso- 
clated. The Universal is increasing its pro- 
duction rapidly and has completed plans for 
drilling thirty more wells as soon as it can 
get at it, and it is probable that by the time 
the Standard line is completed it will have 
enough oil to keep it busy. 

The General Petroleum Company has a bo- 
nanza in its No. 4, on section 3-29-22, in the 
Belle Ridge district. The well is flowing 5,000 
barrels a day of light oil, and this section of 
the field has received a boom on account of 
the strike. A great amount of new work is 
being planned by all the companies operating 
in this district and a number of new concerns 
are making preparations to drill. 

The strike of the Oilfields Syndicate on the 
John Bell tract in the Cat Canyon district is 
proving a good one, and the well is still doing 
200 barrels a day. The company has exercised 
its option to buy the tract of 2,000 acres, and 
is making preparations to drill more wells, 
and two rigs are now being put up. The oil 
is about 20 gravity, the lightest found in the 
district, and the location, being about two or 
three miles east of the Palmer property, seems 
to have opened up some valuable territory that 
will receive more attention from now on. 

The Santa Fe has laid off thirty men on its 
property in the Fullerton field, and has shut 
down its work there to four strings of tools. 
This is due to the big production it is now 
getting on its Midway properties where the 
output is enough to supply its fuel require- 
ments, 

Another company in the Fullerton field to 
curtail development work is the Industrial Oil 
Company, which was recently sold to the Asso- 
ciated. The former owners kept ten strings of 
tools going in order to keep their production 
up to 75,000 barrels a month. which was be- 
ing sold to the Associated. The new owners 
have ‘“‘knocked"’ off five strings and will here- 
after run but five. 

The Midway Fields Oil Company operating 
on section 4-11-23, far out on the Maricopa 
flats, has brought in a well that is producing 
the lightest oil ever found in this section of 
the fleld, running over 27 degrees in gravity. 
The well is flowing about 400 barrels a day. 
The location is not far from the well of the 
Coronation Company's No. 1, which opened up 
this section and which carried considerable ex- 
citement at the time it was brought in 

There has for a year past been considerable 

wildeatting done in San Diego county by five 
or six different concerns in an effort to open 
up a new field. A report has just been re- 
ceived that the test well of the Lo Tengo Oil 
Company has struck an oil sand at 2,600 feet, 
but the extent of the strike is not known. 
The surface indications in the vicinity of the 
well are as favorabfe as any in other produc- 
ing fields of the State, and it is believed a 
new fleld will some day be opened up here. 
It is about 100 miles south of the Fullerton 
field in Orange county. 

The Union Oil Company has surrendered the 
management of the Lakeview Oil Company to 
the minority stockholders, and they will here- 
after conduct its affairs. The Union took 
charge of the property at a time when the 
company was about to suspend, and drilled in 
the famous gusher. No effort will be made at 
present, it is said, to get the gusher to pro- 
ducing again, although the hole has been 
cleaned out nearly to its original depth. 
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Philadelphia Petroleum Shipments

Philadelphia, July 1, 1912. 

With a total shipment last week of 8,- 
381,580 gallons, the total exports of petro- 
leum from this port for the year thus far 
were given a big imvetus, amounting to 
128,172,836 gallons. During June alone 
they amounted to 29,445,228 gallons, about 
one-fourth of the total for the first six 
morths of the vear. During the same pe- 
riod in 1911 they were 171,572,334 gallons. 
With improved shipping facilities and 
larger carriers being put into the service 
from this port it is being predicted that 
—_ total for this vear will exceed that of 
ast,

Rose, Tragacanth, Opium, Licorice, 
Cottonseed Oil, Petroleum and 
Oleo Oil Trade in Turkey, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, July 5, 1912. 


Writing to the Bureau of Manufactures 
frora Constantinople, Consul-General G. 
Bie Ravndal, in dealing with a commercial 
review of Turkey, makes some statements 
which will be of particular interest to 
the trade. He says: 

The value of the attar of rose industry in 
Turkey is roughly estimated at $1,000,000. 
Some of the most fragrant roses are brought 
from Anatolia and distilled in Constantinople, 
but the industry flourishes more especially in 
the region about Adrianople, extending from 
there into Bulgaria, which is its home. The 
attar of rose exports to the United States were 
valued at $36,784 in 1911, against $69,039 in 
1910. Owing to the small supply prices have 
reached the highest figures recorded since the 
Russo-Turkish war of 1876. 

The Turkish gum tragacanth for 1911 is estti- 
mated at over 500 tons, and the abundant sup- 


ply caused falling prices. The gum is gath- 
ered from incisions made in the tragacanth 
bushes near the roots and is then separated 


into qualities according to cleanness. 

The opium exports from Turkey in 1911 
amounted to about 3,500 cases, or one-third of 
the 1910 shipments. Prices rose from $3.25 
per pound, c. i. f, New York, in February, 
1911, to $7.30 in December. A recent develop- 
ment of this trade is the basing of contracts 
on a certain percentage of morphine, which 
compels the shippers to analyze all opium ex- 
ported. The average opium shipped contains 
11 per cent. morphine. 

The third largest American business establish- 
ment in Turkey is maintained by a New York 
eoncern exporting licorice. It is the oldest 
American commercial firm operating In Turkey 
and has establishments at Bagdad, Alexan- 
dretta and Smyrna. The manufacture of soap 
is of special importance in Palestine and 
Syria, and an American factory at Haifa manu- 
factures soap from olive oil for export to the 
United States. Cottonseed and corn oil from 
the United States have recently been widely 
substituted for olive oll in the making of soap 
in Turkey. 

Cottonseed oil represents the largest value of 
any single item of export from the United 
States to Turkey, amounting in 1911 to about 
50,000 barrels, valued at about $1,500,000, 
against 36,000 barrels in 1910 and 20,000 barrels 
in 1909. These imports are not as dependent 
as formerly on the fluctuations of the olive 
crop, and cottonseed oil seems likely to con- 
tinue growing in favor, both as a substitute for 
butter and lard and ia the manufacture of se- 
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called olive oil. Its use as a salad oil is 
aiso spreading in the Levant. 
American, petroleum with its allied products 


is forging into first rank among American ex- 
ports to Turkey, with the growing demand 
there as a consequence of the industrial awak- 
ening of the country. The Vacuum Oil Com 
pany is operating from Cairo along the Syrian 
and Karamanian coasts, with depots at Yafa, 
Beirut and Mersina, and the Standard Oi) 
Company is branching out from Constantinopl« 
maintaining tanks and warehouses at Smyrnu 
and Saloniki. The latter company began it 
active pushing of sales in Turkey in 1911 

The decline in the use of American oleo oil 


which set in shortly after its introduction into 
Turkey gave place to a rise In 1911. The im 
ports fell from 22,000 barrels in 1904 to 8,312 
in 1910, and then rose to 10,000 barrels in 
1911. The decline of the imports of this oi 


was caused by several factors, including the 
increased cost of beef and its by-products and 
the application of the pure food law in the 
United States, which stopped the making of the 
cheaper grades of oleo oil. These grades are 
now imported from Argentine and Australia 
The present rise is attributed by some to the 


loss of sheep in Turkey during the winter 
of 1910-11 and by others to the alleged ship 
ments of inedible oil to Piraus, where the 


marks are obliterated and the oil subsequently 
shipped into Turkey to be mixed with better 
grades and sold as edible oil. 

Sponges of especial softness and fineness are 
gathered in the territorial waters of the Otto- 
man empire. The exports amount to approxi 
mately $400,000 annually, the principal markets 
being Trieste, Pirewus and London 
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Drawback Procedure Ruling. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, July 5, 1912. 

Assistant Secretary James F. Curtis of 
the Treasury Department, in a letter to 
the Collector of Customs at Boston, 
makes a ruling regarding drawback with 
respect to abstracts from manufacturing 
records. The ruling is that where an ab- 
stract from the manufacturing record is 
required, a reference thereto may be made 
in the drawback entry in lieu of a_re- 
statement of the particulars of manufac- 
ture. The letter by Mr. Curtis is as fol- 
lows :— 

Where a drawback rate established by the 
department provides for the filing with each 
entry of an abstract from the manufacturing 
record a reference may be made in the entry 
to the abstract forming a part thereof, in lieu 
of a restatement of the particulars of manu 
facture provided for in the form given under 
article 2 of the drawback regulations of June 
16, 1911. 

In such cases the certificate of manufacture 
provided in the said form should show the 
quantities of manufactured articles exported 
on which drawback is claimed and should con- 
tain a statement that such articles were man- 


ufactured of materials in accordance with the 
sworn abstract forming a part of the entry

London Drug Market. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

London, June 22, 1912. 
The London drug trade is still struggling 
under the incubus of the dock strike, and al- 
though the conditions as regards obtaining de- 
livery are perhaps not so severe, owing to a 
larger accession of non-unton labor, the ac- 
cumulation of goods in the river is considera- 
Fortunately, the general strike of trans- 
port workers collapsed, otherwise the relief 
that is now being afforded to London by other 
ports would not have operated. The whole 
affair has a restrictive influence on business, 
but there is reason for hoping that the position,

Peat Utilization Tests in Sweden. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, July 5, 1912. 


An account of experiments in Europe 
with the utilization of peat has been re- 
ceived in a brief report coming to the 
Bureau of Manufactures from Consul 
General Harris, at Stockholm, Sweden. 
The results of the utilization of peat are 
set forth as follows:— 

The problem of making Sweden independent 
of foreign coal has lately been receiving much 
attention, and experiments have been made 
with peat from bogs in Northern Sweden. The 
peat was permitted to dry for one summer 
and then crushed to a fine powder. This is 
further dried in ovens containing several sec- 
tions, the hottest section being on top. Heat- 
ing requires twenty minutes, which makes the 
pulverized peat black and reduces the water 
content to 15 per cent. The ovens have a 
capacity of 25 tons daily, and are fired with 
the powder, which sells at the factory for 
$2.27 per ton. It may also be used for boilers, 
and the State railway authorities are experi- 
menting with it. Generally, however, the 
tests have not proved satisfactory from an 
economic and business point.

Natural Dyes Displaced in Turkey. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, July 5, 1912. 


The very general displacement of vege- 
table dyes in the drug manufacture of 
Turkey is discussed in a report which 
Consul Masterson sends from Harput to 
the Bureau of Manufactures. The re- 
markable figures are shown that during 
1911 imports into Harput of alizarin and 
aniline amounted to more than _ $18,000, 
while the receipts of indigo shrunk to the 
insignificant figure of $1,800. 

The fact is brought out in this report 
that the aniline dyes can be detected in 
drugs with comparative ease, that the dyes 
fade in the sunlight, and often will rub 
off on the application of moisture. About 
the only reason given for the substitution 
is the cheapness of aniline colors com- 
pared with the time and labor spent in 
procuring vegetable dyes. 

Mr. Masterson says that aniline dyes 
are imported into Harput exclusively from 
Germany, and the trade has grown to 
such importance that it receives constant 
attention at the hands of the German 


dealers.

Although midsummer apathy has pre 
vailed in some parts of the wholesale 
drug market within the week, there 
has been enough demand for several of 
the most important commodities in the 


list to keep the trade moderately ac- 
tive filling requirements in these 
lines. Few large contracts or orders 


have been placed, but the aggregate of 
small orders received by the importers 
of botanical products and other crude 
drugs, by manufacturers of medicinal 
preparations and by all classes of job- 
bers nas reached satisfactory propor- 
tions for this season of the year, de- 
spite the suspension of business Thurs-

Day. 
The defeat of the Schedule A pro- 


visions in the tariff revision bill by the 
Senate Wednesday has eliminated all 
uneasiness on the score of possible 
amendments of existing duties and to 
the free list as far as drugs, chemi- 
cals and spices are concerned and, at 
the close of the week, it is apparent 
that the restricting influence hitherto 
exerted upon the drug trade’s business 
by political developments is rapidly 
disappearing. 

Despite the continued reports of 
drought and resultant damage to the 
growing poppy crop in Turkey there 
has been a further slight recession in 
prices asked for the gum in the local 
market, as many of the holders in this 
city believe that these reports have 
exaggerated conditions in the coun- 
try of, production and that at least a 
normal crop will be harvested this 
year. A natural desire to convert their 
holdings into cash, after having been 
unable to move the bulk of them for 
several months, has also induced many 


holders to make concessions of 10 
cents and more from their former 
quotations for the gum and for the 
powdered and granular grades. The 


disruption of the convention of agree- 
ment among the producers of cinchona 
bark on the island of Java, whereby 
they succeeded for four months in cur- 
tailing shipments, has resulted in fur- 
ther heavy exports of this bark to Eu- 
rope and, although manufacturers of 
the salts maintain their quotations on 
a 19%4-cent basis, a reduction in prices 
is looked for daily. A sharp advance 
in the market for aloes has caused a 
commensurate uplift of aloin and, in 
response to a noteworthy upward 
movement in the Amsterdam market 
for cocoa butter, prices of this com- 
modity have been raised materially 
here. Menthol has also made progress 
toward higher levels and advances 
have likewise been made in nitrate of 
silver, thymol, Ceylon citronella and 
lemon oils, Verona orris root, star 
anise seed and oil, Smyrna and South 


American canary seeds, decorticated 
cardamoms, Valencia saffron flowers 
and pepper. On the other’ hand, 
there have been reductions in prices 
of Haarlem oil, magnesia carbonate, 
small flake manna, bayberry bark, 


yerba santa, German dandelion, golden 
seal, Cartagena ipecac and jalap roots, 


in natural coriander and German 
poppy seed and in No. 2 North Coun- 
try carnauba and crude = montan 
waxes.

In the face of further reports from 
the primary markets in Turkey telling 
of additional damage to the growing 
poppy crop by continued drought and 
of a resultant lowering of estimates 
hitherto made on the gum yield, a 
majority of the local -holders have re- 
duced their quotations 10c. for both 
case and jobbing lots and appear so 
desirous of marketing at least a por- 
tion of their accumulations as to be 
willing to shade prices still further on 
a moderate-sized order. Though the 
largest holder in the local market is 
still maintaining a quotation of $6.50 
and refusing to make concessions of 
any kind, all the other handlers have 
lowered their asking prices’ from $6.35 





to $6.25. Most of the local holders have 
declined, however, to shade their quo- 
tations on the powdered and granular 
grades from an $8 basis, but an out- 
of-town house has offered large quan- 
tities at $7.75 and $7.90, respectively. 
Advices received from Smyrna at the 
outset of the week stated that esti- 
mates on the 1912 crop had been re- 
duced so greatly as to suggest a yield 


of not: more than 4,000 cases, or 3,000 
cases less than was originally looked 
for. These advices also reported a 


noteworthy deficit in the flow of gum 


from the incised poppies and added 
that great activity and advancing 
prices has characterized trading in 
that center as well as in Constan- 


tinople within the last fortnight, as 
sepculators had joined with consumers 
in buying a large amount of the new 
and old crop offerings. Our corres- 
pondent in Smyrna also advised us at 
the beginning of the week in a belated 
cable that sales of 22 cases of new 
gum had been made at 18s, 10d. during 
the previous week, and that the strong 
undertone of the market was being 
maintained. This correspondent like- 
wise stated that arrivals of the new 
zum had amounted to 159 cases to 
date, as compared with 82 cases for the 
corresponding period of last year. 
Purchasing of the gum in the local 
market within the interval has been of 
a merely jobbing character, as manu- 
facturers of morphine, codeine and 
other derivatives of this norcotic have 
refused to credit the report of serious 
damage to the new crop, and have at- 
tributed most of the transactions at 
advancing prices in the primary cen- 
ters to the-activities of speculators.

On the other hand, some distillers still open 
for little quantities considered the improvement 
in Paris with mistrust and did not show any 
interest. This explains the impossibility of 
bringing buyers and sellers together. 

Business would probably return to its nor- 
mal state if values of distilled glycerine could 
be brought into a closer ratio with the crude, 
as prices obtainable for the distilled grade 
do not allow one to defray the actual cost of 
crude, Consequently, the market depends upon 
a larger demand for the distilled. 

Dynamite glycerine was sold at 137 marks 
for shipments over 1913. Now, sellers are 
asking 140 marks net cash, but this price has 
not yet been paid.

English markets. Available stocks of 
bleach and numerous other commodi- 
ties in the chemical list are far from 
plentiful in a majority of cases, and 
although the demand for some lines 
has been curtailed by the diverting in- 
fluence of politics and the advent of in- 
tensely hot weather, there is still a 
marked scarcity of spot stocks of 
bleach and acetic acid. On the other 
hand more liberal supplies of oxalic 
acid, carbon tetrachloride and white 
arsenic have been noted within the in- 
terval, as a result of the recent aug- 
menting of manufacturing operations.

BLEACHING POWDER.—A' slight 
uugmenting of the output of American 
manufacturers has induced some 
makers to shdde their quotations on 
large lots from 1%c, to 1.40c., but other 
sellers continue to hold out for 14%@2c. 
Advices from Liverpool state that 
there is little available there for 
prompt shipment outside of contract 
requirements. Recent arrivals at the 
local port have included 164 casks from 
Liverpool which was already contract- 
ed for. Imports for May have amount- 
ed to 2,567,843 pounds, valued at $19,161, 
compared with 6,442,849 pounds, valued 
at $51,707 for May, 1911.

Saturday Noon, July 6, 1912. 


The week opened with a good demand 
for dyestuffs and local sellers reported 
a good volume of mail orders. The hol- 
iday proved a setback and demand fell 
off as the week advanced. Some plants 
were reported to have closed for in- 
ventory. The market in general has 
held steady in price, and offerings are 
at the same levels as last reported. 
Some sellers are holding higher values 
for prussiate of soda, but buyers have 
been unable to repeat at the old quota- 
tion, Official figures which are now 
available show the imports for May 
and are referred to in the detailed mar- 
ket. These figures are interesting, in- 
asmuch as they offer a comparative 
study of the activity of the market 
in the case of certain materials. Ex- 
ports of dyestuffs in May were valued 
at $38,921, as compared with $24,178 in 
May, 1911. The approach of summer 
has brought about slower conditions in 
the dye and tanning trades as well as 
in other industries which are consum- 
ers of the articles of this market, and 
these conditions naturally make for a 
duller market, although the present 
market is described as _ seasonable. 
There is nothing worthy of note in the 
case of any of the individual items of 
the market. Conditions within the mar- 
ket are favorable except in the case of 
sumac and prussiates, and both these 
articles are high in price, due to 
searcity of stocks and difficulty in re- 
plenishing supplies. A detailed report 
on the market follows:— 

ALBUMEN.—Reports from Eastern 
points state that demand for albumens 
is quiet, and these conditions are like- 
wise true of the local market, New 
business is slow and small lots pre- 
dominate in present trading. Prices 
are unchanged at 22@32c. for blood al- 
bumen and 42@65c. for egg albumen. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—Aside 
from contract delivery there is little 
to say for aniline oil and salt. The 
market preserves an even tone, with 
prices firm and unfluctuating. Quota- 
tions are 94@9%c. for aniline salt and 
10% @11\%ec. for oil. 

BICHROMATES.—There is a season- 
able call for bichromates. New fea- 
tures are lacking, but sellers report 
fair deliveries against standing con- 
tracts. Prices remain at old levels and 
are based f. 0, b. works. Quotations 
are 5@5c. for bichromate of soda and 
6%@7c. for bichromate of potash. 

CUTCH.—Shipments of cutch from 
Rangoon from January 1 to June 17 to 
all parts were 2,550 tons, against 3,850 
tons in 1911 and 1,800 tons in 1910. In 
the local market there has been some 
trading in boxed cutch with sellers ask- 
ing 6@7c., while demand for baled cutch 
was quiet at 5@6c.

100 lbs. in barrels and $1.40@1.60 per 
100 lbs. in kegs, 
INDIGO.—Imports of indigo for the 


month of May amounted to 906,345 Ibs., 
against 794,134 Ibs. in May, 1911, and 
for the first five months of the year 
imports were 3,889,716 Ibs., against 
3,378,977 ibs. in the corresponding 
period of last year. This gain, how- 
ever, simply shows that there has 
been an increased consumption of 
synthetic grades, for while natural in- 
digo has gained, it has been in a small 
measure and the real increase must 
be attributed to synthetic. The above 
figures of imports include synthetic 
and natural indigo, no separate figures 
being available. Mail advices from 
London report a quiet market there. 
Imports of natural indigo into London 
from January 1 to May 31 were 1,722 
chests, against 1,193 chests in the cor- 
responding period of last year. De- 
liveries in the same period have been 
453 chests, against 874 chests in 1911. 


The situation of indigo in Behar is 
described by one planter in the follow- 
ing paragraph in which he takes ex-

This does not show that 
there has been any decrease in the output of 
indigo from Behar lately. The output of Be- 
har indigo in 1896>was 40,510 chests. That 
year, however, was a record-bumper season, 
and it is obviously unfair to compare such a 
year with 1910, which was a poor season and 
well under average. The average output of 
Behar indigo during the decennial 1891 to 1900 
was 31,281 chests; so the output of 1910 was 
about 16 per cent. of this average, while the 
output of 1911 is 22 per cent. of the average.
